When a State exhausts it&df in its own convulaons through in¬ 
ternal discords or external foes it becomes irretrievably lost and is 
scxm in our power. The despotian of CAPITAL, which is entirely m 
in our hands, reaches out to it a straw that the State, willy-nilly, must 
take hold of. If not, it goes to the bottom. 

The political has nothingin common wth the moral. The ruler, 
who is governed by the moral, is not a skilled pc^itician. and is there¬ 
fore unstable on his thrcsie. He. who wislies to rule, must have re¬ 
course both to cunning and to make-believe. Great national qualities, 
like frankness and honesty, are vices in politics, for they bring doivn 
rulers from their thrones more effectively and certainly than the most 
powerful enemy. Such qualities must be the attributes of the 
doms of the goyim, but we must in no wise be guided by them. OUR 
RIGHT Life IN FORCE AND MIGHT. 

Our power in the present tottering condition of all forms of 
will be more invincible chan any other, because it will remain invisible 
until the moment when it has gsdned such strength that no cuiining 
can any longer undermine it.

Without absolute despotism there can be no existence for civiliza¬ 
tion. The mob is a savage and displays its savagery at every oppor¬ 
tunity. The moment the mob seizes freedom, it quickly turns to 
anarchy, which in itself is the highest degree of savagery.

Wholesale senten¬ 
ces of death and merdless teirrwism must be practised to produce 
blind submission. ^

(2905) by Sergyei Nilas. In 1906, copies svere placed in the British 
hluseum.

tt must be noM mea with bad instincts are more in number 
than the good, and therefore the best results in governing them are 
attamed Mr violence and temKisation, and not by academic discussions. 
Every man alias at power, everyone would like to become a dictator 
if oily he eould, and rare indeed are ibe men who would not be wl!|ing 
to sacrifice the welfare of all fw the sake of securing their own \yel- 
fore. 

What has restrained the beasts of prey who are called men? 
What has served for shew, guidance Mtharto? 

In Uk beginnittgE of the stru^re of society they were subjected 
to brntaJ and Mind foree; afterwards—to Law, which is the same 
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forco, only disguised. I draw the conclusion that by fte law of nature 
right lies in foree. 

Political freedom is an idea but not n fact. This idea one must 
know how to ojiply whenever it oppeors necessary with this bait of 
an idea to attract the masses of Uic people to one’s party for the 
purpose of crushing another who is in authority. This task is ren¬ 
dered easier if the opponent has himself been infected with the ides 
of freedom, so-called libcrnlism, and, for the sake of on idea, is will¬ 
ing to yield some of his power. It is precisely hero that the triomph 
of our theory appeara: the siackened reins of government are imme¬ 
diately, by Uie law of life, caught up and gathered together by s now 
hand, because the blind might of the nation cannot for one single day 
exist without guidance, and the new authority merely fits into S» 
place of the old already weakened by liboraiism. 

In our day the power which has replaced that of the rulers who 
were liberal is the power of Gold. Time was when Faith ruled. The 
idea of freedom is impossible of realisation because no one knows how 
to use it with moderation. It is enough to hand over a people to aelf- 
government for a certain length of time for that people to be turned 
into a disorganised mob. From that moment on we get interneeiae 
strife which soon develops into battles between classes, in the midst 
of whieh States burn down and their importance is reduced to that of 
II heap of ashes. 

Whether a State exhausts itself in its own convulsions, whoHrer its 
internal discord brings it under tiio power of external foes—in any 
case it can be accounted irretrievably lost: it is in our power. The 
despotism of Capital, whieh is entirely in our hands, roaches out to 
it a straw that the State, willy-nilly, must take hold of: if not-^t 
goes to the bottom. 

Should anyone of a liberal mind say that such refieebions as the 
above are immoral I would put the following nuesWons:—If every 
State has two foes and if in regard to the external foe It is allowed 
and net considered immoral to use every manner end art of eonfiiet, 
as for example to keep tlie enemy in ignorance of plans of attack and 
dotenoo, to attack him by night or in superior numbers, then in what 
w.sy can the same means in regard to a worse foe, the destroyer of 
tho sti'uetuvc of society and the coininonwcal, be called immoral and 
not poimissiblc ? 

Is it possible for any sound iogical mind to hope with any soceess 
to guide crowds by the nid of reasonable counsels and lugumcnts, 
when any objeetton of contradiction, senseless though it may be, ean 
be made and when such objection moy find more favour with the peo¬ 
ple, whose powers of reasoning arc suiicrficinl ? Men in masses and 
the men of the masses, being guided solely by petty passions, paltry 
beliefs, customs, traditions and sentimental thcorism, fat! a prey to 
parly dissc:i5ion, which hinders any kind of agreement even on the 


basis of a perfectly reasonable argument. Every resolution of a crowd 
d^ien& upm a chance or packed majority, whieh, in its ignorance 
of political secrets, puts forth some ridieolous resolution that lays in 
tbc admnristratioR a seed of anardiy. 

inw political bos nothiag in eoiamon with the moral. The ruler 
wbo Is govenmed 1^ tbc moral is not a skilled politician, and is there¬ 
fore nnstablc <m» his thime. Ho vdio wishe to rale must have vc- 
course botii to cunamg aail to make-believe. Great national qualities, 
like frankness and honesty, arc vices in poliiics, for they bring down 
lulcts ftm tbdr thcoocs more effectively ami Taoio certainly than 
the most powerful enemy. Su«& qualities must be the attributes of 
the kingdoms of the g^iin, but we must in no wise be, guided by them. 

Our right lies in force. The word "right” is an abstract thought 
and proved by nothing. ^>e word aroans no awre than:—Give me 
what I want in «dcr that ^roby I may have a proof that I .am 
stoonger tiian you. 

Whme does right begin? IVhere does it end? 

In any State in which teere is a hail urganir.ation of authority, 
an hnpnsonality of laws and of the rulers who have lost their person¬ 
alia amid toe Sood of ti^te ever multiplying out of liberalism, I 
find a new iftht—to attack by the right of the strong, and to scatter 
to the winds all existing forces of i»der and regulation, to reconstruct 
all institntkms and to bcaune tiK sovereign lord of those wlio have 
left to ns toe rights of th«r power by laying them down voluntarily 
in thmr liberalism. 

Our power in toe Resent tottcrii^ coniUtion of ell forms of power 
will be more invindble toan any other, because it will remain invisible 
until toe mwient when it has gained sorii sircagtii that no cunning 
can any hmger undeiiuliie it. 

Oat of the temporary cv3 we arc now compelled to commit will 
emci^ toe good of an oeshakeable rule, which will restore the regu¬ 
lar eooxse of the madiinery of the national life, brought to nought 
byliberalara. The result justifies the moans. I,et us, however, in our 
[,!«»«, £reet our attention not so much to whet is good and moral as 
to wtet is necessary and uscfiiL 

Before ns is a ^aa in wladi b laid down strategically the line 
from whieh wo cannot deviate without rtinning the risk of seeing the 
labour of many centuries brought to naught, 

la order to elaborate sati^itory fowns of action it is necessary 
to have regard to the rascality, the ^ckness, the instability of the 
mob, its lade of eaparity to un&rstand and respect the conditions of 
its own li&. or Its ovn> writore. It most be understood that the might 
of a mob b blind, senseless and unreasoning farce ever at the mercy 
of a suggestkm from any aib. T^c blind cannot lead the blind with- 
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out bringing them into the abyss} consequently, membeTS of the tuobi 
upstarts from the people oven though they should be as a genius for 
wisdom, yet having no understanding of the pcdltreal, cannot come for¬ 
ward as loaders of the mob without bringing the whole nation to rain. 

Only one trained from ehiidhood for independent rule can have 
understanding of the words that can bo made up of the poCHcal 
alphabet. 

A people left to itself i.e., to upstarts from its midst, brings itseif 
to ruin by party lissensions excited by the pursuit of power and hon¬ 
ours and the disorders arising therefrom. Is it possible for the masses 
of the people calmly and without petty jealousies to form judgments, 
to deal with the affairs of the country, which cannot be mixed up wiHi 
personal interests? Can they defend themselves from an external foe? 
it is unthinkable, for a plan broken up into ns many parts as there 
ate heads in the mob, loses ail homogeneity, and Oiereby becomes un¬ 
intelligible and impossible of execution. 

It is only with a despotic ruler that plans can be elaborated ex¬ 
tensively and clearly in such a way as to distribute the whole properly 
among the several parts of the machinery of the State: from this the 
conclusion is inevitable that a satisfactory form of government for 
any country is one that concentrates in the hands of one rospon^le 
person. Witliout an absolute despotism there can be no existence for 
civilisation which is carried on not by the masses but by their guide, 
whosoever that person may be. The mob is a savage and displays its 
savagery at every opportunity. The moment the mob seises freedom 
in its hands it quickly turns to anarchy, which in itself is the higlw^ 
degree of savagery. 

Behold the aleohoUsed animal?, bemused with drink, the right to 
an immotleratc use of which comes along with freedom, it is irntfor 
us and ours to walk that road. The peoples of the goyim are bemused 
with alcoholic liquors} thoir youth iios grown stupid on classicism and 
from early immorality, into which it has been inducted by our special 
agents—by tutors, lackeys, governesses in the houses of the wealthy, 
by clerks and others, by our women hr the places of dissipation fre¬ 
quented by the goyim. In the number of these Inst I count also the 
soeullcd “society Indies," voluntary foiiowors of the others in eornip- 
tion and luxury. 

Our countersign is—Force and Make-believe. Only force conqueta 
in political affairs, especially if it bo concealed in the talents essential 
to statesmen. Violence must be the principle, and cunning and make- 
believe the rule for governments which do not want to lay down their 
crowns at tho foot of agents of some new power. This evil is the 
one and only moans to attain the end, tho good. Tiicrcforo wo must 
not stop at bribery, deceit ond treachery when they should serve to¬ 
wards tlie attainment of our ond. In peiitics one mast know how to 
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seize the property of others without ircsitalion if by it wo secure suh- 
Bussios and soe««^ity. 

Our State, marching along ^ path of peaceful conquest, has the 
right to r^ace the htwrors cd war by less noticeable and more satis- 
fartory senteaces of death, necessary to maintain the terror which 
tends to pradocc blind stdatbrnmi. Tost but merciless severity is the 
greatest factor of strengUi in the State; not only for the sake of gain 
but also hi the name of duty, for fee sake of victory, wo must keep 
to tha programme of violence and make-believe. The doctrine of 
squaring acconnts is premsely as slrtwg as the means of which it 
makes use. Therefore it is not so much by the means themeselves as 
by the doctrine of seveti^ feat wc shaU triumph and bring all govern¬ 
ments into sabjisfeHi to oor super-government. It is enough for them 
to know that we are metrtless for bH disobedience to cease. 

Far back in ancieirt «nms we were the first to cry among the 
mosses of the pe^de fee voids “Liberty, Equality, Fraternity,” 
words many times repeated smee those days by stupid poll-parrots 
vfeo from all sides rouirt ftew down upon these baits and with them 
carried away fee well-bmng of fee world, true freedom of the indi¬ 
vidual, formerly so well guarded against the pressure of the mob. 
The would-be wise mmi of fee goTiu^ fee Intelicctuals, could not make 
anything old of the uttered words in their abstractness; did not note 
the coBtradietion of their meauing ond inter-relation: did not sec that 
in ns^re there fe no equally, cannot be freedom: that Nature herself 
has established In equnlily of minds, of ch.araoters, and capacities, 
just as immutably as she has estabUshed subordination to her laws: 
never st< 4 «ed to think feat the mob is a blind thing, feat upstarts 
dected frmn among tt to bear rule arc, in regard to the politico!, the 
same Uhid men as the miA itself feat fee adept, though he be a fool, 
can yet rule, whereas fee aon-adert, even if he were a genius, under¬ 
stands nothing in the poUBcal—to all these things the goyim paid no 
regard; yrt all the time it mas based upon these things that dynastic 
rule rested: the tather passirt on to fee son a knowledge of the course 
of political a^tlrs in such wise feat none should know it but members 
of fee dynarty and atme could betray it to the governed. As time 
went on the meaning of fee dynastic transference of the true position 
of a^rs in fee piditical was tos^ and this aided the success of our 
cause. 

In all coine» of the earth fee words "Liberty. Equality, Fra- 
toniity'' brought to our taido, thanks to our blind agents, whole le¬ 
mons who bore our banners rnfe enfeusiasm. And all the time these 
words were canker-worms at wofe boring into the well-being of the 
goyim putting an end everywhere to peace, quiet, solidarity and des- 
taoying all fee forudations of fee goya Slates. As you will see iator, 
this helped ns to our taiumidi; it gave us tile possibility, among other 
thtogs, of geUing into oar hands the master card— the destruction of 
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the pi'ivilegcs, oi' in other words of the very existence of the aristo- 
cracy of the goyim, that class which was the only defence peoples and 
countries had against us. On the ruins of the natural and genealo¬ 
gical aristocracy of the goyim wo have set up the aristocracy of oar 
educated class headed by the aristocracy of money. The qualifica¬ 
tions for this nristocracy wo have established in wealth, which is de¬ 
pendent upon us, and in knowledge, for which our learned ^ers pro¬ 
vide the motive force. 

Our triumph has been rendered easier by the fact that » onr re¬ 
lations with the men whom we wanted wc have always worked upon 
the most senOtive chords of the human mind, upon the cash account, 
upon tlic cupidity, upon the insatiability for material needs of man; 
and each one of these human weaknesses, taken alone, is sufllcteErt to 
paralyse initiative, for it hands over the will of men to tire disjiositiiKt 
of him who has bought their activities, 

The abstraction of freedom ims enabled us to ^rersuade osob 
in ali countries that their government is nothing but the steward of 
the people who are the owners of the country, and that the steward 
may he replaced like a worn-out glove. 

It is this possibility of replacing the representatives of the peo¬ 
ple which has placed them at our disposal, and, as it were, given us 
the power of appointment. 


Protocol No. 2 

Keonomie Wavs—the foundation of the Jewish predominance. Figure¬ 
head government and “si'crct advisers." Successes of destraetiw 
doctrines.

It is iniiisponsiibic for our purpose that wars, so far as possible, 
should not result in territorial gains: wav \«11 thus bo brought wt to 
the economic ground, wiiei'c the nations will not fail to perreivc hi the 
assistance wc give the strength of our predominance, and this stale of 
things will put both sides at the mci'cy of our intornationnl agentur; 
which possesses millions of eyes ever on the watch and unhampered by 
any limitations whatsoever. Our international rights will tlian wipe 
out national rights, in the proper sense of right, and will rale the na¬ 
tions precisely ns the civil law of States rules the relations of tSuar 
subjects among themselves. 

The administrators, whom wo shall choose from among the public 
with strict regard to their eapacmes for servile obendience, wJl not 
be persons trained in the arts of government, and will therefore easily 
become pawns in our g.ame in the hands of men of learning and genius 
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vbo w3i be their advise, specialists bred and reared from early cbild- 
hood to rule the a^urs of tee wiv^e world. As is well known to 
you, teese i^edalists of outs have been drawing to fit them for rule 
tee infenaation they need fxwn our political plans from the lessons 
of hisiory, fran observataMs made t£ tee events of every moment as 
it passes. The goyira arc not guided practicnl use of unprejudiced 
histotieal idiscrvation, but hy thcoreliea] routine without any critical 
regard for cMsequent results. Wo need not, therefore, take any ac¬ 
count (d teem_let teem amuse themselves until the hour strikes, or 

live on hopes oew forms of enterprisiag pastime, or on the memo¬ 
ries of ail teey ixm enjoyed. For teem tet that play the principal 
part wlncb ve ha[im persuaded them to accept as the dictates of science 
(theory). It is wite tius objeet in view that wc are constantly, by 
means of our pnss, arousing a ^iad confidence in these theories. The 
uifadleetuals of tec go^m '»iH iwff themselves up with their knowl¬ 
edges witeottt any lof^eal virificatima of them will put into effect 
all the inform^Km avaSaide sriecce, which our agentur special¬ 
ists have ernmin^y ineced togeteer for Use purpose of educating their 
minds In tee dircetem we want. 

Do not suppose for a monent that teese statements are empty 
WMds: think earcfully of tee successes we arranged for Darwinism, 
Harx^, Nietssebc-ism. To os Jews, at any rate, it should be plain 
to see wfaat a dirii d egtaBag hnportanee teese directives have had up¬ 
on tee minds €£ tee goyim. 

It is infspensaUe for us to take account of the thoughts, charac¬ 
ter?, (midendes of tee natiws in order to avoid making slips in the 
political and in the directimi of administrative affairs. The triumph 
of our systma, of white tee compoBent parts of tiie machinery may 
be vaiiousty disposed according to the temperament of the peoples 
SKt on our way, will fafl suceess if the practical application rf it 
be not based upon a aumming up of tee lessons of the past in the light 
of tee present 

In tee hands of tee States of to-day there is a great force teat 
eresttt the movement of thougjrt in the people, and that is the Press. 
Tbe prt jdayed by tec Press is to keep pointing out requirements 
at^iosed to be indiapensable, to give yoke to the complaints of the 
pei^, to excess and to create discontent. It is the Press that the 
triamite of fteedmn (A speech Siris its incarnation.

To-day I may tell you that our goal is now only a few steps off. 
There remains a small spocc to cross and tho wliolc long path we have 
trodden is ready now tc close its cycle of the Symbolic Snake, by 
which wo symbolise our people. When this ring closes, all the States 
of Surope will be locked in its coil as in a powerful vice. 

Tho constitution scales of these days will shortly break down, 
for wo have established them with a certain lack of accurate balance 
in order that they may oscillate incessantly until they wear through 
tho pivot on which they turn. The goyim aro under the impression 
that they have welded them suCBcicntly strong ond they have all along 
kept on expecting that tho scales would come into equilibrium. But 
tho pivots—tho kings on their thrones—are hemmed in by their repre¬ 
sentatives, who play tho fool, distraught with their own uncontrolled 
ond irrosponsiblo power. This power they owe to tho terrcff which 
has been breathed into tho palaces. As they have no means of getting 
nt their people, into thoir very midst, tho kings on their thrones are 
no longer able to come to ierms with them and so strengthen them¬ 
selves against seekers after power. We have made a gulf between 
tho far-seeing Sovereign Power nnd the blind force of tho people so 
that both have lost all meaning, for tike the blind man and his sUck, 
both are powerless apart. 

In order to incite seekers after power to a misuse ef power we 
have set ail forces in opposition one to anoUicr, breaking up their 
liberal tendencies towards independence. To this ond we have sUrred 
up every form of enterprise, wc have armed ail parties, ^ye have set 
up authonty as a target lor every ambiUon, Of States we have made 
gladiatorial arenas where a host of confused issues contend. . . A 
little more, and disorders ond bankruptcy will bo universal. . . . 
Babblers Inexhaustible have turned into oratorical contests the 
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sittliigs ^ Pariiausent and AdminlsUative Boards. Bold journalists 
and ansctupuloos pampheteers daily fall upon executive officials. 
Alnsas power will pat tire final touch in preparing all institutions 
tot ttdr overthrovr and evetytliing wfil fly skyward under the blows 
of the maddeded mob. 

All people arc chained doOT to heavy tofl by poverty more firmly 
Uien ever they were chained by slavery and serfdom; from tbese, one 
way and another, they might free themselves, these could be settled 
with, but from want they will never get away. We have included in 
the eonsWlotion such rights as to U»e masses appear fictitious and not 
actual right*. All them so-called '‘People's Rights” can exist orUy in 
idee, an idea which can never be realised in ptacUeal life. What is 
it to the proletariat labourer, bowed double over his heavy coil, crushed 
by his lot in life, U talkers get the right to babble, if journalista get 
Oie tight to scrIbWe any nonsense side by aide with good stuff, ones 
the predeUriat has no other profit out of the constitution save only 
those ^iful crumbs which wc fling them from our table in return for 
their voting jn favour of what we dictate, in favour of ths men we 
^Bce in power, the servants of our agentur. . . . Republican 
rights for a poor man are no more than a bitter piece of irony, for 
the neeessity he b under of twiing almost all day gives him no present 
use of &«n, but on the other hand robs Mm of all guarantee of regular 
and «lain eamisgs by making him depeadeat on strikes by his com¬ 
rades or loekoots by his mastera. 

nie people under our guidance have annihilated the aristocracy, 
who w«m tbdr one and only defence and foster-mother for the sake 
of teiar own advantage which b inseparably bound up with the wcll- 
Km-y of Urn pe^e. Movadoya, wiQi the destruction of the aristo¬ 
cracy, the people have fallen into the grips of merciless money- 
grinding seoundrds irtm have laid a pitiless and cruel yoke upon 
the recks of ^ woAcrs. 

We appear on the scene as alleged saviours of the worker from 
this oppresskm when we ^opose to him to enter the ranks of our 
gg}iting forces_Soeialbts, Anarchists, Communists—to whom we al¬ 

ways give soppwt in accordance wiUi an alleged brotherly rule (of 
^ soWari^ e£ all hnmanity) of our ooeial masonry. The aristo¬ 
cracy, wbkb enj^ed by law the labour of the workers, was inter- 
^ted in -iivinc that the worirers were well fed, healthy end strong. 
We are Interested in jnst the opposite—in the diminution, the killing 
out el the Goyim- Our power b in rite ehr<Kiic shortness of food and 
^acal weakness of the worker because by oil that this implies he 
is nude the ^ve of our mil, and be will not find iu his own authori¬ 
ties either strength or energy to set against our wiB. Hunger cre¬ 
ates the right of cepitel to rule rite worker more surely than it was 
gbea to the aristocracy by the legal autbori^ of kings. 

By want and the envy and hatred which it engenders we obeli 
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move the mobs and with tiieir hands we shall wipe out nil those who 
hinder us on our way. 

When the hour strikes tat our Sovereign Lord of all tho World 
to be crowned it is these snrao hands which will sweep away every¬ 
thing tliat might be a hindrance thereto. 

The goyim have lost the habit ol thinking unless prompted by the 
suggestions o£ oar spoeinlists. Therefore they do not see tho urgent 
necessity of what wo, when our kingdom corncs, shall adopt at once, 
namely this, that it is essential to teach in nationol sclioois one sim¬ 
ple, true piece of knowledge, the basis of all knowledge—the knowl¬ 
edge of tho structure of human life, of social esisience, which te- 
Quires division of labour, and, conscnuently, Uio divisiou of men into 
classes and conditions. It is essential for all to know that owing to 
difference in the objects of human activity there cannot be any otpial- 
ity, that ho who by any act of his compromises a whole class cannot 
be equally responsible before tho law with him who affects no one 
but only his own honour. Tho truo knowledge of ttie structure of 
society, into the secrets of which we do not admit the goyim, would 
domonatrato to" all mon that tho positions and work must be kept 
within a certain circle, that they may not become a source of human 
suffering, arising from on education wliieii does not correspond with 
tho work whicli individuals are called upon to do. After a thorough 
study of this knowledge the peoples will voluntarily submit to authori¬ 
ty and accept such position as is appointed them in the State. In the 
present state of knowledge and tho direction wo have given to its de- 
•velopraent tho people, blindly believing IhinfR in print—cherishes— 
thanks to promptings intended to mislead and to its orvn ignorance— 
a blind hatred towards all conditions which it considers above itself, 
for it has no undorstandisg of the meaning of class and condition. 

This hatred will be still further magnified by the effects of an 
economic crises, which will stop dealings on the egoiiangos and bring 
industry to a standstill. "Wo shall create by all the secret subter¬ 
ranean methods open to us and with the aid of gold, which is ail in 
our hands, a universal economic cri.scs wliercby we sliell throw upon 
the streets vvltole mobs uf workers simultaneously in all the countries 
of Eurojio... These mobs will rush doiightedly to shed tiic blood of 
those whom, in tho simplicity of their ignornnoc, they have envied from 
their erndies, and whose property tiioy wii! then be obio to loot 

“Ours" tiicy will not touch, because iiie moment of atteck wfli be 
known to us and wo sliuil take measures to protect our uim. 

We have demonstrated that progress wiil bring ail the goyim fa> 
tlio sovereignty of reason. Our despotism will be precisely that; for 
it will know how by wise severities to pacificato all unrest, to cauter¬ 
ise liberalism out of all institutions. 

"When tho populaco has seen that all sorts of concessions and 
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indulgences are yielded it in the name of freedom it has imagined it¬ 
self to be soeereiga Iwd and has stormed its way to power, but, nat- 
mally, tike every other blind man it has come upon a host of stum- 
Iding Mocks, it has mailed to find a guide, it has never had tlie sense 
to return to the forntcr state and it has laid down its plenipotentiary 
powns at our feet. Bemnaher the French Bevolution, to which it 
waa we udw gave tiie name ^ "Great**: the secrets of its prepara- 
Ums aie wen known to us for it was wholly Oie work of our hands. 

Bvw since that time we have been leading the peoples from one 
dfsemdisiitment to another, so that in the end they should turn also 
from us in tovour of that King-lteqiot of toe blood of Zion, whom 
ve are preparing for the world. 

At the present day we are, as an ietoriiational foiee, invincibic, 
b ec aus e if atiarired by some we are su^ortod by otoer States. It is 
the botimniess resodity of toe goyim peoples, who crawl on thoir 
bellies to force, but are mexciless towards weakness, unsparing to 
faults snu indnlgcnt to (mimes, nnwilling to boar the contradictions 
or a free eoeial syston but patient unto martyrdom undet' the vio¬ 
lence of a bold despotism—it is toose qualities vhbh are aiding us to 
independence, l^m toe {mtmer-rii^iors of the present day tho 
goyim peophs suffer parientiy and bear such abuses as for the least 
of them they would bavo beheaded twenty k mps . 

Whet is toe espbumtioa of tots phwiomenon, this curious incon¬ 
sequence of toe roasset of toe peoples in their attitode towards what 
wotdd ^qicar to be evoiis of toe same order? 

It B exjdained by the faet that these dictators whisper to the 
peojdes throat to^ agmts that through these abuses they arc in¬ 
flicting injniy <hi the Stales mth the highest purpose—to secure the 
welfare of toe peoidcs, toe intcmatomal brotoerhood of them ail, 
thedr sdidarity and equaBtf of rights. Naiuraliy- they do not teli 
toe peoples toat this nnificatom must be accomplished only under our 
sovereign rule. 

And toss the people c<»demn toe upright and acquit the guilty, 
persnaded ever mere and more that it ean do whatsoever it wishes. 
Thanks to this state of toings toe people am destroying every kind 
of atalnlity and (nieaiiag disi^mrs at every step. 

^e w<nd “freedom’’ kings oat toe communities of men to light 
agmnst every kind of force, against evmy kind of authority, even 
against God aad toe laws of nature. For this reason we, when we 
coaw into oar kingdom, shall have to erase this vmrJ from the lexi¬ 
con of life as implying a primdple of brute forte which turns mobs 
into bloodthirsty beasts, 

^ese beasts, it is tru^ fall arieep again every time when they 
have drenk their fiD at blood, end at surii times can easily be riveted 
into their diains. But If th^ be not ^ven Mood they will not sleep 
and continue to s tangg l e.

Every vepublie passes through several slagos- • The first of these 
is compriaad in the early days of mud raging by the blind mob, 
hither and thither, right and lefti the second is demagogy, from whieb 
Is born anarchy, and that leade Inevitably to despotism—not any long- 
or legal nnd overt, and therefore rospensible despotism, but to un¬ 
seen and seerotly hidden, yet ncvertheioss sensibly felt despotism in 
the hands of some secret orgnniiatlon or other, whose 
more unserupulous inasniueh as it woths behind a seteen, behind the 
backs of all sorts of agents, the changing of whom not oniy docs not 
injuriously affect but actually aids the secret force by saving It, 
thanks to continual changes, from the necessity of expending its re¬ 
sources on the rewarding of long services. 

Who and whofc is in a position to overthrow on invUible forco? 
And this is precisely what our force is. Gentile masonry blindly 
serves as a screen for ub and our objects, but the plan of action of 
our force, even its very abiding-placo, remains for tho whole pe^l® 
on unknown mystery. 

But even freedom might be harmless nnd have its place in tiw 
State economy without Injury to the well-being of the peoples if it 
rested upon the foundation of faith in God, upon the brotherhood of 
humanity, unconnected with the conception of equality, which is neg¬ 
atived by the very iaws of creation, for they have established sub- 
ordination. With such a faith as this a people might he go«tned by 
a wardship of parishes, and would walk contentedly and humbiy under 
the guiding hand of its spiritual pastor submitting to the disposi¬ 
tions of God upon earth. This is the reason why it is indispensable 
for us to undermine all faith, to tesr out of the minds of the Ooyim 
the very principle of Godhead and the spirit, and to put in ita place 
arithmetical calculations and material needs. 

In order to give the goyim no time to think and take note, their 
minds must be diverted towards industry and trade. Thus, all the 
nations will be swallowed up in the pursuit of gain and in the laca 
for it wiil not take note of their common foe. But again, in order 
that freedom may once for all disintograto and min tho commumtics 
of tho goyim. wo must put industry on a specuiotivo basisi the resist 
of this will be that what is withdrawn from tho land by industry will 
slip through the hands and pass into speculation, that is, to our classes. 

Tho intoniified struggle for auperioriW and shocks delivered to 
ceonemio life will ewato, nay. have already created, dtienclianted. 
eold and heartless communities. Such communities will foster a 
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Strong aversion towards tbe higher political and towards religion. 
T^ir only guide is gain, that is C<rid, which they will erect into a ver¬ 
itable cuh, for the sake of those mstetial delights which it can give, 
^ten will the hour strike when, not for tec* sake of attaining tha good, 
notevei to win wealth, but solely oat of hatred towards the privile’ged, 
the lower classes of the goyim will follow our lead against our rivals 
for power, the intellectuals of the goyim.

Vnnt form of administrative rale can be given to communities in 
whirii cwruptimi has penetrated cvcrywdierc, communities where rich¬ 
es ore attained only hy the clever surprise tactics of semi-swindling 
tricks; where kjoseness nngns: where morality is maintained by penal 
mcasDies and harsh lavs but not by viMuntarily accepted principles: 
wltere tiw feeHngs towards fsito and country arc obliterated by cos- 
mopcdilsn conricthms? What form of rule is to be given to these 
ctnnmnaiiies if not that despoSma s^idi I shall describe to you later? 
We shall create an iidenrified centrsKsation ^ government in oi-dcr to 
grip in oar bands all the forces of the community. We shall regulate 
me^nicBlIy sit the actions of toe politics] life of our subjects by now 
laws, ntese laws mli withdraw one by mte all the indulgences and 
iibmrties rriiirii have hem permuted Igr toe goyim, and our kingdom 
win be (fistinguitoed by a despotism of sudi magnificent proportions 
as to be at any momMit and in every place in a position to wipe out 
any goyim who impose ns by deed or word. 

We toall be hdd that sneb a despotism as I spesk of is not consis¬ 
tent with toe prunes of toese days, but I will prove to you that it is. 

In toe times ndien the peoples looked upon kings on their thrones 
as M a pare manifestation of tiie will of God, they submitted without 
a mnnnur to the despotic power of kings: but from the day when wc 
intinualed into their minds the eonceptkm of their own rights they be¬ 
gan to regard the occupants of thrones as mere erdinary mortals. 
The' holy unction of the Lord’s Anointed has tellen from the heads of 
kings is toe eye of the people, and when we also robbed them of their 
faith in God the mighi of power was flung upon toe streets into tbe 
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place of public propfletorthip and was oclzcd by oa. 

MoMover, the art of dircetins maasca and individuals by means 
of cleverly manipulated theory and verbiage, by regulations of life in 
common and all sorts of other qnirite, in all which the goyitn uadec- 
atand nothing, btionge tikewiee to ttie apeeialiots of our admiontn* 
tive brain. Roaied on anulyali, observation, on delicscies of floe 
calculaUon, in (hie apocles of skill wu have no rivals, any more then 
wo have either In the drawing up of pl&os of political aotloiw and 
soiidnrity. In this rospaet tho Jesuits alone might have compared with 
us, but wo have contrived to discredit them in the eyes of tho untbinlc* 
ing mob as iin ovort orgunisation, while wo ourselves sU the while 
have kept our secret organisation In the shade. However, It la prob* 
ably all tha same to tho world who Is Its oovorolgn lord, whether the 
head of Calholielsin or our despot of the Mood of Zion! But to uS, 
tho Chosen People, it is vory far from boing a matter of indifforeBce. 

For a time perhape we might be aucccssfuily dealt with by a coali¬ 
tion of tho Coyim of all the world; but from this danger we are se¬ 
cured by the discord existing among tlum whose roots are so deeply 
seated that they can never now be plucked up. We have set one 
against another the porsonol and naUoasl reckonings of tha goytin, 
religious and race hatreds, which wo have foelercd into o huge growUi 
In the course of the past twenty centuries. This is the reason why 
there is not one State which would anywhere receive support it it were 
to raise Its aria, for every one of them must bear in mind that any 
agreement against us WMiId be anprontaUe to Itself. We are too 
strong—there Is no evoding our power. ‘Hw netims caimot come to 
even an Ineoniidcrabte private agreement without our secretly having 
a hand in it. 

Per Me rettes regnant. **11 is throogh me that Kings reign.” 
And it waa said by the pco^tets that we were chosen by Cod Hhnseif 
to rulo o^T the whole earth. Ged has endowed us with genius that 
we may be equal to our task. Wero genius in the opposito samp it 
would still struggle against us, but even so a newcomer is no match 
for tbs e!d.«3Ublisbed setti»; the struggle would be merciless be¬ 
tween us, such a fight as the world bos never yat seen. Aye. and the 
genius on their side would have arrived too Isto. All the wheria d 
tho machinery of all States go by the force of the engine, which is in 
our hands; and that engine of tho machinery of States is—Gold. The 
seiimce of poUtmal eooAomy invented by our learned eiders bas for 
long past been giving royal prestige to eapital. 

Capital, if it Is to co-operate untrammelled, must be free to es¬ 
tablish a monopoly of industry and trada; this is already boing pat in 
execution by an unseen hand in all quartors of tho world. This free¬ 
dom will give political foice to those engaged in Industry, and that wSI 
help to oppress the pco;do. Nowadays it is more important to dis- 
■rm tho peoples than Co lend them into war: more importaol to use 
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i for OUT advantage U>e paesions which have burst into flomes then to 
g (juoneb their fire: m«c important to catch up and interpret the Ideos 
I of others to suit ourselves Bum to eradicate them. The principal ob- 

1 iecl of ow directorate eansisls in this: to deUlitete the paUie mind 

I by eeiticims! to lead it away from serious refieetions cakulatcd to 

V eroose resistance; to distract the forcee of the mind towards a sham 
fight of empty eloquence. 

In ell agoa tha peoples of the world, equally with individuals, have 
accepted wordi for deeds, for they are content with a ehow and rarely 
pause to note, in the puhlie arena, whelhar promises ara followed by 
performance. Therefore we shall esUblish show institutions which 
will give doquent proof of their benefit to progress. 

We shtil assume to oorselves tbe liberal ^ysiegnomy of all par¬ 
ties. of all dlrtctions. and we shall give Chat physiognomy a voice 
in orators who wOI speak so moth that they will exhaust the patience 
of their hearers and produce an abhorrence of oratory. 

In order to put pohNc opinion into our hands we must bring it in¬ 
to a state of bowitdorment by giving eiprcssion from all sides la so 
many contradictory opinions and for aueh length of time as will suffice 
to make the Coyim lose their heads in tho labyrinth and come to see 
that the b«t thing is to have no opinion of ony kind In matUrs poH- 
tksi, which it is not given to the public to undeistond, because they 
are understood only by bim who guides the public. This is tbe first 
secret 

The second secret requisite for the succew of oar government it 
comprised in «w following: To molU^y to such sn' extent national 
failings, hah'U, passions, conditkms of civil life, that it wHI be im¬ 
possible for anyone to know where he it in the resulting chaos, so that 
the people in conseqnence will fail to uederstond one another. This 
metsure wHl also serve us hi another wsy. namely, to sow discord in 
^ alt parties, to dislocate all collectiye forces which are still unwilling to 
submit to us. and to dscourage any kind of personal initmtive whWi 
might in ary degree hinder our affair, There is nothing more danger¬ 
ous than personal initiative; if it has genius behind it, such initiative 
can do ajoie than can he done by millions of people among whom we 
have sonm discord. We must so direct the cdocaCion of the goylm 
eommunities that whenever they come upon a matter requiring initia¬ 
tive they nay drop their hands in despairing impotence, 'ffie strain 
which resa'U from freedom of aetion saps the forces when it meets 
with the freedom of another. Prom this collixion arise grove moral 
shocks. disencbantnienU. failuras. By all these meani we shall ao wear 
down the goylm that they will be compelled to offer ua IntcrnatJonol 

( power of a nature that by its positkm will enable ua wHhoat any vio¬ 
lence gradually to absorb til the Slate fotces of the world and to form 
a Supar-Gorenunent. In pUce of tbe rulers of today w* than set up a 
bogey which wiD be called the Super-Govemment Administration. 
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Its hiiinls win reach out in all dircetioiis like nippers and its organiza¬ 
tion will bo of such colossn! dimensions that it cannot fail to subdue 
all the nations of the world. 


Protocol No. 6 

Monopolie.s; upon them dej)Oii(i the foi luncs of the goyim. Taking of 
of the land out of the hands of the aristocracy. Trade, Industry 
and Speculation. Luxury. Rise of wages and increase of price 
•in the articles of primary necessity, Anarchism and drunken¬ 
ness. Secret meaning of the propaganda of economic theories. 
We shall soon begin to establish huge monopolies, reservoirs of 
colossal riches, upon which even largo fortunes of the goyim will de¬ 
pend to such an extent that they will go to the bottom together with 
the credit of the States on the day after the political smash, . . . 

You gentlemen here present wlio are economists, just strike an 
estimate of the significance of this combination! . . . 

In every possible way wo must develop the significance of out 
Super-Governmont by representing it os the Protector and Benefactor 
of all Uioso who voluntarily submit to us. 

The aristocracy of the goyim ns a political force, is dead—wo need 
not toko it into account; but os landed proprietors they con stili be 
harmful to us from the fact that they arc self-sufficing in the resourc¬ 
es upon which they live. It is essential therefore for us at whatever 
cost to deprive them of their land. This object will be best attained 
by increasing the burdens upon landed pvoperty—in loading lands with 
debts. These measures will chock land-holding and keep it hi a state 
of humble and unconditional submission. 

The aristocrats of tha goyim, being hereditarily incapable of con¬ 
tenting themselves with little, will rapidly burn up and fizzle out. 

At the same time wc must intensively patronise trade and indus¬ 
try, but, first and foremost, speculation, the part played by whicii is 
to provide a counterpoise to, industry: the absence of speculative in¬ 
dustry will multiply capital in private hands and will seiwe to restore 
agriculture by freeing the land from indebtedness to the land bonks. 
What we want is that industry should drain off from the land both 
labour and capita! and by means of speculation transfer into our 
hands all the money of the ss-or!d, and thereby throw all the goyim into 
the ranks of the proletariat. Then the goyim will bow down before 
us, if for no other reason but to get the right to exist. 

•To complete the ruin of the industry of Uio goyim wo shall bring 
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to the assistance of specfailation the luxury winch we have developed 
among the goyim, that greedy demand fw luxury which is swallowing 
up ercryOiii^ Wc sbaO raise the rate of wages which, however, will 
not bring any advantage to the‘workers, for, at same Ume, we shall 
^odnee a rise ht prieee of the first iteceasaries of life, alleging that it 
arises from the decline of agrioilture and cattle-breeding: we shall 
further andermine artfully and dee^ sources of production, by accus¬ 
toming the workers to anarchy and to drunkenness and side by side 
therewith taking an measure to extirpate &om the face of the earth 
aB the edneated forces of the Goyim. 

In onier that the true meaning of thiogs may not strike the goyim 
before the proper time we riisll ma^ n under an alleged ardent de¬ 
sire to serve the working classes snd the great principles of political 
ccoBony shoot whirii our emmontic theories are carrying on an ener¬ 
getic prepagsnda.

(Ajset d the intenrilicstiw of amuments. Ferments, discords and 
hostiKty all over the world. Oiecldng the opposition of the goyim 
by wars and ^ a universal war. Secrecy means success in the 
poiitiaL Press and puUic ^unicn. The guns of America, 
Onsa and Japan. 

The mtenrificatim of annamenta, the ineiease of police forces— 
are all emtial for Nk emniderion of rite aforementioned plans. What 
ufe have to get at is that ritere should be in all the States of the world, 
bemdes Mtselves, wily &e masses of the prolelariat, a few miUion- 
aiies toroted to our inteiests, pdice and sddlers. 

Threug h on t all Europe, and by means of relations with Europe, 
in continents also, tve most create feraients, discords and hos- 

tilUy. ^riwimn we gain a double advantage. la ibe first place 'we keep 
in died all countries, for they wdl know thd we have the power 
iritraeve we like to create disorder w to re^tse order. All these 
eountrito are aceostomed to see in ns an iudispensable force of 
ceeieion. In the secMd place, by onr intrigues we shall tangle up all 
the riosads sriudi we have stcddwd into the cabinets of all States 
^ nwBis of the pblitieBl, economic treaties, or loan obligations. In 
order to sutteed in this we must use great cunning and penetration 
during negotiatkms and agreements, as regards what is called 
the "official luguage," we shall teep to the opposite tactics and as¬ 
sume tim mask of hmiesty and compliancy. In this way the peoples 
and governments of the goyim, whom we have taught to look only at 
the outsde vrimtever we present to titeir notice, will still continue to 
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accept U3 03 the benefactors and saviours of the human race. 

We mu3t bo in a position to respond to every net of opposition by 
war with the neighbours of thnt country which daree to oppose uas 
but if these neighbours should also venture to stand eolIccUvely to> 
gether against us, then wo must offer resistance by a univcraal war. 

The principal factor of success in the political is the sacracy of 
its undertakings: the word should not agree with the deeds of the 
diplomat. 

We must compel the governments of the goyini to take aetion a» 
the direction favoured by our widely-conceived plan, already approach¬

Protocol No. 8

We must arm ourselves with ali the weapons which our opponents 
migiit employ against us. We must search out in tho very hnest grades 
of expression and the knptty points of tho lexicon of law justification 
of those cases where wo shal! have to pronounce judgements that 
might appear iibnorinally audacious and unjust, for it is importont 
thnt these resolutions should be set forth in expressions that shall 
seem to bo the most c-xultod moral principles cast into legal form. 
Our directorate must-surround itself with all these forces of civilisa¬ 
tion among which it will have to work. It will surround itself with 
publicists, practical jurists, administrators, dipionmts and, finolly, 
with persons prepared by a special super-cducationo! training in oar 
spccia! schools. Those persons will have cognisance of all tho secrets 
of the social structure, they will know all the languages that can be 
made up by political alphabets and words; they will be made acquaint¬ 
ed with the whole underside of human nature, with alt its sensitive 
chords on which they will have to play. These chords arc the cast 
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of Twimi of the gnyrn, thdr tendencies, shoftconiings, vices and quali¬ 
ties, the partiealaimes of classes and conditions. Needless to ssy that 
the talented assistasts of nutitority, of arhois I speak, will be taken not 
from among the goyim, are necostomed to perform their admin¬ 
istrative work mlhont i^mg themselves ^ trouNe to think what its 
aim is, and never eonmder what R is needed far. The administrators 
of the goyim mgn papers without reading them, and they servo either 
for omecnary reasons or from ambitiMi. 

We shall snrvoond our government witii a whole world of eco¬ 
nomists, Tliat is the reason why ccrmomic selcnecs form the principal 
snbjeet of the tear^iog given to the Jews. Ai-ound us again will be 
s jvhde constellatim of bankers, in&istrinlisis, capitalists and—the 
raain thmf —milliortaircs, because iir suhstance everything will be 
settled by the questioii of figures. 

For a time, until there will no longer be any risk in entrusting 
respcnaible posts in our States to our brother-Jews, we shall put 
them in the hands of persots whose past and reputation arc such 
that between them and the pe^de lies an abyss, persons who, in case 
of dfe^edimiee to our instouctfcms, must fate criminal charges or 
disappear—this in order to make thmn defend our interests to their 
last gasp.

But by approaching 
their oj^ieation cautiously you will see that not a decade will pass 
before the most stubborn toaracter will diange and we shall add a new 
peoide to the ranks of titose alraady subdued by us. 

The words of the liberal, which are m effect the words of our 
masonic watdiword, namely, "Liberty, Equality, Fraternity,” will, 
when wo come into our kmgdmn, be dianged by us Into words no longer 
of a watchword, but only an eapressioa of idealism, namely, into: “The 
right of liber^, the dn^ equals, the ideal of brotherhood." That 
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is how wo sholi put it,—and so wo shall catch the bull by the horns. 
. . . Dc facto we have already wiped out every kind of rale except 
our own, although de Jure there still remain a good many of them. 
Nowadays, if any States raise a protest against us it is only pro forma 
at our discretion and by our direction, for tiieir anti-Semitism is in¬ 
dispensable to us for the management of our lesser brethern. I will 
not enter into further explanations, for this matter has formed the 
subjeet of repeated discussions amongst us. 

For us there are no checks to limit the range of our activity. 
Our Super-Government subsists in extra legal conditions which arc 
described in the accepted terminology by the energetic and forcible 
word—Dictatorship. I am in a position to tell you with a clear con- 
seicncc that at the proper time we, the lawgivers, shall execute judg¬ 
ment and sentence, we shall slay and we shall spare, wo, ns head of 
all our troops, are mounted on Uie steed of the lender. We rule by 
force of will, because in our hands arc the fragments of a once power- 
tui party, now vanquished by us. And the wc.ipons in our hands are 
limitless arahitions, burning greediness, merciless vengeance, hatreds 
and malice. 

It is from us that the all-engulfing terror proceeds. We have in 
our service persons of all opinions, of all doctrines, rostorating mon¬ 
archists, demagogues socialists, communists, and utopian dreamers 
of every kind. We have harnessed them nil to the task: each one of 
them on his own account is boring away at the last remnants of 
authority, is striving to ovcrtlirow all established form of order. 
By these acts'all States are in torture; they exhort to tranquillity, 
nre ready to sacrifice everything for peace: but wo will not giro them 
peace until they openly acknowledge our international Super-Govern. 
mont, and with submissiveness. 

The people have raised a howl about the necessity of seeling the 
question of Socialism by way of an international agreement. Divd- 
sion into frnctionnl parties has given them into our hands, for, in ardor 
to carry on a contested struggle one muat have money, and the money 
is nil in our hands. 

We might have reason to apprehend a union between the "cTear- 
sighted” force of the goy kings on their thrones and the "blind” force 
of the goy mobs, but we have tuken all the needful measure against 
any such possibility: between the one and the other force we have 
erected a bulwark in the shape of a mutual terror between them. In 
this way the blind foi-cc of Uie people remains our support and we, 
and we only, shall provide them with a leader and, of course, direct 
thorn along the road that leads to our goal. 

In order that the band of the blind mob may not free itself from 
our guiding hand, we must every now and then enter into close com¬ 
munion with it, if not actually in person, at any rate through son:e 
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of the most trusty of our bioUiras. When we arc acknowledged as 
the only au&ority wc shall tSseuss wiUi. the people personally on the 
uarhet i^noes, and wo shall iastruct them on questions of the politi¬ 
cal ht ssdi wise as may turn tliem in ^o direction tiiat suits us. 

Who b g^Dg to verify what b taaght in Uie village schools? But 
what as envoy of the govemmtat or a khig on hb throne himself 
may say ennoot bi^ bc^me iaunediatidy known to the wlu^c Btate, 
for it win ha spread abroad by the voice of the people. 

In eider not to annihilate the HistitaUras of the goyim before it 
b time wo have toadied them with craft and delicocy, and have taken 
hold of Uie «Kb of the s^ngs which move their mechanism. These 
springs by in a strict bat just sesee of order; we have I'eplaced them 
by toe diaotic license of liberalism. We have got our hands into the 
adminbkatoHi of the law, into the emsdnet of eleedons, into the press, 
into IBier^ of toe person, but iwindpally iiUo education and training 
as being the corner-stones of a free exstonce. 

We hare Coded, benntsed and corrapted the youth of tlic goyim 
by rear i ng them in princides and theories whidi arc known to us to 
be false allhongli it b by ns that they have been inculcated. 

Above toe cxbting laws witoout substantially altering tlicm, and 
Iqt merdy tmsting tomn into cmtradictioiis of Interpretations, we 
have erected sorndhing grandiose in toe way of le-xults. These le- 
solts found ex;Has«OR first in too fact that the inierpretntians masked 
the laws: afterwards tocy ci^rdy hid thorn from the eyes of the 
govMoments owing to the impossibility of making anything out of the 
tangded web of legidation. 

Tbs b toe oH^ of too theory of course of arbitration. 

Too may say that too goyim vnll rbe npmi ns, arms in hand, if 
toey guess what b gdng on before the tiase comes; but in the West 
wc bnvo against tob a manoeovre of sudi anmliing terror that the 
very stoutest hearts quail—the nndmgroamls, metropolitnins, those 
siditeriaitcan corridors whidi, before the time conics, wiil bo diivcn 
under all toe ceintals and tmm whence toosc capltab will bo blown 
into the air wiUi oQ their oiganbaUons and archives.

The outside appearances in toe poiitieai. The “genius” of rcscality. 
What b iwombed by a Masonic eonp d'etat? XJnivcisal suffrage. 
&lf-importanee. Leaders of Masonry. The genius who is guide 
<£ Masmry. InsUtations and thdr fim^ons. The poison of 
' ISieralbm. CoDStitntom —a sdool of parQr discoids. Bra of 
republics. Piesideots—the roppds of Masmiry, Besponsibility 
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of Ptosidonta. “Panama.” Part played by chamber of deputies 
and president. Masonry—the iogislativo force. New republican 
constitution. Transition to masonic “despotism.” Moment for 
the proclamation of “The Lord of all the World.” Inoculation of 
diseases and other wiles of Masonry, 

To-day I begin with a repetition of what I said before, and 1 beg 
you to boor in mind that governments and peoples are content in the 
political with outside appearances. And how, indeed, are the goyim to 
perceive the underlying meaning of things when their representatives 
give the best of thoir energies to enjoying themselves ? For our policy 
it is of the greatest importance to take eognisanec of this detail; it 
will be of assistance to us when we come to consider the division of 
authority, freedom of speech, of the press, of icligion (faith), of the 
law of association, of equality before the law, of the inviolability of 
property, of the dwelling, of taitation (the idea of concealed taxes), 
of the reflex force of the Iowa. All theso questions ore such as ought 
not to be touched upon directly and openly before the pooplo. In eases 
where it is indispensable to touch upon them they must not be catogo- 
ricnlly named, it must merely bo declared without detailed exposition 
lhat the principles of contemporary law are acknowledged by us. The 
reason of keeping silence in this respect is that by not naming a prin¬ 
ciple we leave ourselves freedom of action, to drop this or that out of 
it witliout attracting notice; if they were all categorically named 
they would all appear to have been .already given, 

The mob ehorishos a spccia! affection and respect for the geniuses 
of political power and accepts all their deeds of violence with Wie ad¬ 
miring response: “rascally, well, yes, it is rascally, but it’s clever! 
... a trick, if you like, but how craftily played, how magnificent¬ 
ly done, what impudent audacity!” . . . 

We count upon attracting all nations to the task of erecting the 
new fundamental structure, the project for which has been drawn up 
by us. This is why, before everything, it is indispensable ior us to 
arm ourselves and to store ^up in ourselves that absolutely reckless 
audacity and irresistible might of the spirit which in the person of 
our active workers will break down all hindrances on our way. 

When wc liave accomplisiied our coup d’etat we shall say then to 
tile varioiia peoples: "Everything has gone terribly badly, at! have 
liccn worn out with .sufferings. Wc arc destroying the causes of your 
torment—natioiiaiitics, frontiers, differences of coinages. You are 
at liberty, of course, to pronounce sentence upon us, but con it possib¬ 
ly be a just one if it is confirmed by you before you make any trial of 
wiint we arc offering you.” . . . Tiieii the mob exalt us and 
bear us up in thoir hands in a unanimous triumph of hopes and expec¬ 
tations. Voting, wliicii wc have made the instrument which will set 
UK on the throne of tlie world by teaching even the very smallest units 
of members of the human race to vote by means of meetings and 
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agrcentcfils by groups, will tbea have served its purposes and will 
play Us port then tor the Isst time by a mumimity of desire to make 
dose aopiaintaBce with as before condemning hs. 

To seeute dus we must have everybody vote without distinction 
of classes ond qnalificatiMis, in order to cstafali^ an absolute majori- 
iy, whidh cannot be got from the edaeated pie^ertied classes. In this 
way, by meukating in all a smise of sclf-impoitancc, wc shall destroy 
among Uie goyim toe importance of toe fairly and its educational 
vahie aad remove toe possibiU^ of individoBl minds splitting off, for 
toe tn^, hsndled by ns, wUI not let toem come to the front nor even 
give toctn a hearing; it is aecastomed to listmi to us ^!y who pay it 
for obedience and attentioB. to this way wc shall create a blind, 
mighty fonm whidt wUl never be m a pt^tom to move in any direction 
witooat toe guidance of oar agents set at its head by us as leaders of 
toe mdi. The pcoide W)H sobmit to tofs regyme because it will know 
tost upon these leaders wOl depend its earnings, gratifications and 
toe reempt of all kinds of benefits. 

A stocrae of govenuaent sboald ewne ready made from one brain, 
because it wiD never be climdied fim^ if it is allowed to be split into 
frectontal parts in the muids of many. It is allowable, therefore, for 
os to hsve cognisance of toe stoerae of actom but zmt to discuss it lest 
wo disterb its artfidness, toe intcrdcpwideiMe of its component parts, 
toe ^ecticBl torce of toe secret meaning of each clause. To discuss 
and make aUemtimis in a labour of this kind by means of numerous 
votoigs b to uttjHess upon it the stamp of all ratioeinatlons and mls- 
anderstsmSngs whito have failed to penetrate the depth and nexus 
of its piottoigs. We want oar schenics to be forcible and suitably 
cottcceted. mioefoie WB OUGHT NOT TO FLING THE WORK OF 
GENIUS OF OUS GUIDE to the fangs of toe mob or even of a select 
compsny. 

These sebomos vriD not torn existing institutions upside down 
just yet They will only affect changes in their economy and conse- 
quentiy in tire wb^ combined movemrat of toelr progress, which will 
toiB be £te<ded along the patos laid down in our schemes. 

Under verioos names there exists in all countries approximately 
one and tim same tiling. Befsesoitatioii, Ministry, Senate, State 
Counml, L egis lative and Exeentive Corps. 1 need not explain to you 
tbs metoanism of toe rebtimi o£ titese institutions to one another, 
beeanse you are aware of aU that; mily take note of toe fact that each 
of the above-mmed institutions corresponds to some important func¬ 
tion of the State, and 1 would beg you to remark that the word ' 
‘important!* I apply not to the institi^Mi but to tiie function, conse- 
quentiy it b not tiie institutions whkb are important but their func¬ 
tions. ?%ese institatiws have divided up among themselves all the 
tonctions of g ove r nment—adminbfaetive, legislative, executive, 
wbeiefme they have come to operate as do tire organs in the human 
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body, If we injure one part in the machinery of State, the State faila 
sick, like a human body, and . . . will die. 

When wo introduced into the State organism the poison of Liberal¬ 
ism its whole political complexion underwent a change. States have 
been seized with a mortal illness—blood-poisoning. Ail that remains 
is to await the end of their death agony. 

Liberalism produced Constitutional States, which took the place 
of what was the only safeguard of the goyim, nanreiy. Despotism; 
and a constitution, as you well know, is nothing else but a school of 
discords, misunderstandings, ciuari'ceis, disagreements, fruitless party 
agitations, party whims—in a word, a school of everything that 
serves to destroy the personality of State aetivity. The tribune of the 
'talkeries' has, no less effectively than the Press, cORdemned the rulers 
to inaclivity and impotence, and thereby rendered them useless and 
superfluous, for which reason indeed they have been in many countries 
deposed. 'I'licn it was tliat the era of republics became possible'of 
realisation; and then it was that wo replaced the ruler by a caricature 
of a governraent—by a prcBident, taken from tlie mob, from the midst 
of our puppet creatures, our slaves. This was the foundation of the 
mine which we have laid under the goy people, I should rather say, 
under the goy peoples. 

In the near future we shall establish the responsibility of presi¬ 
dents. 

By that time we shall be in a position to disregard forms ia car¬ 
rying through matters.for which our impersonal puppet wU! be res¬ 
ponsible. What do we care if the ranks of those striving for power 
should bo thinned, if there should arise a deadlock from the impossi¬ 
bility of finding presidents, a deadlock which will finally disorganise 
tlie country? . . . 

In order that our scheme may produce this result w shall arrange 
elections in favour of such presidents as have in their past some dark, 
undiscovered stain, some “Panama" or other—Uicn they will he trust¬ 
worthy agents for the accomplishment of our plans out of fear of rev- 
ciations and from the natural desire of everyone who has attained 
power, namely, the retention of the privileges, advantages and honour 
connected with the oBice of president, The chamber of deputies will 
provide cover for, will protect, will elect presidents, but we shall take 
from it the right to propose new, or make changes in existing laws, 
for this right will be given by us to the responsible president, a puppet 
in our hands. Naturoly, the authority of the president will then be¬ 
come a target for every possible form of attack, but we shall provide 
him with a means of self-defence in the right of an appeal to the 
people, for the decision of tho people over the heads of their repre- 
sentatives, that is to say, an appeal to that same blind slave of ours— 
the majority of the mob. Independently of this wo shall invest the 
president with the right of declaring a state of war. W* shall justi¬ 
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fy Oils last right ott the grMi&d that the president as chief of the 
whole army of Ote coonby must have it at ^ dmposal, in ease of 
need for the defence of the new i^sblieu) oonstituUon, the right to 
defend nduch will belong to him as toe responaibic representative of 

conslilnliun. 

It is easy to understand that in these cwiditions the key of the 
sbrtoe wiU Ke in oar hands, and no or» outside ourselves will any 
longer dkect the force of legisUtion. 

Besiica tois we toail, with the int r oducHcn of toe new republican 
consritutom, take from toe (toamber the right of interpellation on 
government measores, on toe pretext of ^serving political secrecy, 
and, further, we shall by the new eonsUbrtion reduce the number of 
r^wesmitatives to a mimmiiiB, thoelv propoctienstely reducing poli- 
pasMiww and toe pasrion for polities. I^ however, they should, 
which is hardly to be eiQlttted, burst into flame, even in tois mini¬ 
mum, we shall milli^ toem by a stirring s^eal and n reference to the 
majori^ of toe whole peo^e. . . . Upon the president will depend 
toe ai^riatotent of preridents and vice-presidents of the Chamber 
and the Senate, tostead of ernistant sesrions of Parliaments we shall 
reduce tbrir vtitmgv to a few months. Moreover, the president, as 
«-hicf of the executive power, irili have the right to summon and dis¬ 
solve Pnriiament, and, in the latter ease, to {nrolong toe time for toe 
appointnumt of a new parliammitary assembly. But in order that tho 
consequ w ros of all these acts wbieb ia substsnee are illegal, should 
no^ preisatucely for our idans, fall upon the responsibility established 
by us of the presidmt, we shall hmtigoie miaisters and other officials 
of toe higher admimstiation about the president to evade bis disposi¬ 
tions by taldng steosurcs of thrir own, for doing which they will be 
made the scapegotUs ia his ^ace. . . . This part we especially 
reemnnmnd to he given to he ^ayed by toe Senate, toe Council of 
State, or the Counril ^ Hinisteis, but not to an individual official. 

The i«eridmit will, at our <SseretiM, interpret the sense of such 
of toe existing laws as admit of various interpretslion; ire wlH further 
amuil toem vriien we indic&te to him the necessity to do so, besides 
this, he win fasve toe right to propose temporsry laws, and even new 
departores in toe gov«nment constitaHeaBl vnudriog, toe pretext both 
for toe ene and the otoer being toe requirements for toe supreme 
welfare ef the State. 

By such measures we shall obtuc toe power of destroying little 
by little, stop by step, all that at toe outs4 when we enter on our 
^^ts, we are compiled to introduce into the constitutions of States 
to prepare for the banmrion to arr imp^oeptlble abolirion of every 
kind of cortsritntom, and toen toe tone is come to turn every form of 
goverameito into our despotism. 

The rec^iurion of oar despot may also come before toe destruc- 
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lion of the constitution; the moment for tliis recognition will come 
when the peoples, utterly wonriecl by the inoguloritics and incompe¬ 
tence—n mottor which we sholl ormiige for—of their rulers, will 
clamour: “Awoy with them and give us one king over nil the eorth 
who will unite us and annihilate the causes of discords—frontiers, 
nationalities, religions, State debts—who wilt give us peace and ^uiet, 
which we cannot find under our rulers and representatives." 

But you yourselves perfectly well know that to produce titc pos¬ 
sibility of the expression of such wishes by oil the nations it is in¬ 
dispensable to trouble in ell countries (lie people's re1ati<His with their 
governments so as to utterly exhaust humanity with dissension, hat¬ 
red, struggle, envy and oven by the use of torture, by starvation. By 
THE INOCULATION OP DISEASES, by want, so that tlio goyim 
see no other issue than to take refuge in our coplote sovereignty ia 
money and in all else. 

But it we give the notions of the world n breathing spade the 
moment wo long for is hordly likely over to orrive. 


Protocol No. 11 

Programme of the new constitution. Certain details of tlio proposed 
. revolution. The goyim—a pack of sheep- Secret masonry ond 
its “show" lodges. 

The State Council has been, ns it were, the emphatic expression 
of tho authority of tho ruler: it will be, as Iho "show” part of tJic 
LegielaHvo Corps, what may be called the editorial committee of the 
laws and decrees of the ruler. 

• This, then, is the programme of the new constitution. Wc shall 
make Law, Right and Justice (I) in tho guise of proposals to the 
Legisiative Corps, (2) by decrees of the president under the guise of 
general regulations, of orders of the Senate and of resolutions of the 
Stotc Council in the guise of ministerial orders, (3> and ia case a 
suitoble oceasion should arise—in tlie form of a revolution in the 
State. 

Having established approximately the modus agendi wc will oc¬ 
cupy ourselves with details of those combinations by which wc have 
still to complete tho revolution in tho course of the machinery of Stato 
in the direction already indicated. By those combinations I mean the 
freedom of tho Press, the right of association, freedom of eonseicnce, 
the voting principle, and many another that must disappear for ever 
from the memory of man, or undergo a radical alteration the day after 
the promulgation of the new constitution. It is only at that moment 
that we.sholl bo able at once to announce all our orders, for, after- 
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wan&, every aoHeeaUe alteration will be dangerous, for the following 
r ea sons: If tins alteration be in w i^ harsh severity and in a 

sense ef sevens and linutatioBS, it may lead to a feeling of despair 
censed ^ £eer of new alterations nr the same direction: if, on the 
o^er hand, it be Imm^t hi in a serae of further indulgences it will 
be said that we have recognised our own wrongdoing and this will 
destroy the prestige of the infoilibility ^ our authority, or else it will 
be said that we have become alarm^ and are compelled to show a 
]del£ng disposition, for whudi wc no thanks because it will 

be su pposed to be coaipnlsoty. . . Both the one and the other are in- 
jorions to the prestige of the new consUiction. 'i?hst we want is that 
fimn toe first mom»t of its pronniigation. while the peoples of the 
world are sKIl stunned by the tenw and nnecriainty, they should rec- 
t^ise onto for all toat we are so strmig; so Inexpugnable, so super- 
stonidznUy filled with power, toat ia no cesc toall wc take any ac¬ 
count of them, and so tor from paying any attention to their opinions 
or sritoes, we are ready and able to crash with irrisistabic power 
all eitoresmon or maznfestation thmeof at every moment and In every 
fdaei^ that we have seised at once everytosng we wanted and shall in 
no case divide our power with them. . . ^en in fear the trembling 
they will dose their eyes to cvcrytiiing, and be content to await what 
rnll be the cud ^ it alL 

The goyim ate a flock of toeep. and we are tocir wolves, And 
yea know what bapptos whmi the wolves get hold of the fleck? . . . 

There is andber reason also why tiicy wSl close their eyes; for 
we dull keep prom ia ng them to give back all toe liberties we have 
taken away as soni as we have qudled the enemies of peacb and 
tamed all parties. . . . 

It is not worth ndiUe to say anyUung about bow long a time they 
will be kept waiting for Uiis rctnrn of their liberties. . . . 

For what purpose torn have we inventod this whole policy and 
indmiated it into the minds of the goys witiiout giving them any 
chance to examine its undtoiying mesniug? For what, indeed, if not 
In order to obtato in a roundabout way vriiat is for our scattered tribe 
unattainable by the direct toad ? It is this which bas served as the 
basis for our orgomsation id SECRET &IASONRY WHICH IS NOT 
KNOWN TO, AND AIMS WHICH ABE HOT EVEN SO MUCH AS 
SUSPECTED BT, THESE GOT CATTLE, ATTRACTED BY US 
INTO THE "SHOW" ARMY OF MASONIC LODGES IN ORDER 
TO THROW DUST IN THE BTK OP THEIR FELLOWS.

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Protocol No. 12 

Mnsonio intoi'prctation of t!ia word "fi-eedom.” Future of tho press in 
the masonic kingdom. Control of tho press. Correspondence 
agencies. What is progress as understood by masonry? More 
about the press. Masonic solidarity in the press of to-day. Tho 
arousing of “public” demands in tho provinces. Infallibility of 
the now regime. 

The word “freedom,” which can be interpreted in various ways, 
is defined by us as follows:— 

Freedom is the right to do that which the law allows. Tins in¬ 
terpretation of the world will at the proper time be of service to 
because all freedom will Uius bo in oar hands, since the laws wiil 
abolish or create only that which is desirable for us according to the 
aforesaid programme. 

We shall deal with tho press in the following way: What is the 
part played by the press to-day? It serves to excite and inflame 
those passions which are needed tor our purpose or else it serves sei- 
fish ends of parties. It is often vapid, unjust, mendacious, and the 
majority of tho public hove not the slightest idea what ends the press 
really serves. Wo shall soddlo and bridle it with a tight cutdo: we 
hlrnll also with al! productions of the printing press, for where would 
be the sense of getting rid of tlie nttoeks of the press if we remain 
targets for pamphlets and books? The produce of publicity, which 
nowadays is n source of heavy expense owing to the necessity of cen¬ 
soring it, will be turned by us into a very lucrative source of income 
to our State: we shall lay on it a special stamp tax and require de¬ 
posit of eaution-monoy before permitting the establishment of any 
ergaii ol tho press or of printing olllces; these will then have to guar¬ 
antee our goveriimont against any kind of attack on tho part of the 
press. For any attempt to attack us, if such still be possible, we shall 
inflict fines wiOiout inerey. Such incasuics os stomp tax, deposit of 
enution-mony and lines secured by these deposits, wiii bring in a huge 
income to the government, It is true that party organs might not 
spare money for the sake of publicity, but these we shall shut up at 
the second attack upon us. No one slioli with impunity lay a finger 
on tiic aurcoic of uuv government infallibility. The pretext for stop¬ 
ping any pubiiention will be the niioged plea that it is agitating the 
public mind without occasion or justification. I beg you to note thac 
among those maldnK nttnclis upon us will ulso bo organs established 
by us, but they will attack exclusively points that we have pre-deter- . 
mined to alter. 

Not a single announcement will roach tlio public without our con¬ 
trol. Even now this is already being attained by us inasmuch as ail 
news items aro received by a fow agencies, in whose ofliccs they are 
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foetserf fiom sQ parts of the worid. 'Hiese agencies will then bo al¬ 
ready entirely ours and will give pnUieity o^ to what we dictate 
to tiiem. 

If already now we have cmtiived to possess ourselves of the minds 
of ti>e goy eorannniities to such aa extent tint they ail come near 
looking upon the ev«ts of the world through the coloured glasses of 
those spectacles we are setting astride their noses: if already now 
there is not a rii^de State where tiiere exist for us any barrier to 
admittosee into what goy stuindity calls State secrets: what will our 
positiwi be when we shall be acknowledged supreme lords of 
the world b the person of our Icing of all the wocld. . . . 

1^ us tuni again to the future of the printing press. Every one 
desuwis of bring a tmUislier, librarian, or printer, wiii be oMiged to 
provide Uatseif with the di^ona rnstitrrted therefor, which, in ease 
of any faul^ vrill be irntnediately impouaded. With such measures 
the rn^minent of theu^it wiD become an educative moans in the 
hands of oir govemiiient, ndudi will tra longer allow the mass of the 
rmtlMi to be led astray in by-ways and fantasia about the blessings 
of progress. Is the r e any one of as who does not know that these 
^entom biessings are Sreet roads to foolish imaginings which 
give Inrth to anarchicri relations of lemi snimig themselves and to¬ 
wards arrthm^, because progr e s s , or rather the idra of progress, has 
introduced the eoncei^ion of every kind of ^nanripation, has failed 
to establish its Ihntis.. . All the so-called libels are anarchists, if 
sot is faci^ at any rate in thought. Every one of them is hunting 
after phantoms of freedom, and falling exclusively into license, that 

into the anarchy of protest for the sake of protest. . . . 

We turn to the periodkal press. We shall impose on it, as on all 
inisted raatttf, stamp taxes per riicet and deposits of caution-money, 
and books of less than 30 sberis will pay double. We shall reckon 
them as pamphlets m order, on the me hand, to reduce the number of 
ntagarines, wlurii are the uorst form of printed poison, and, on tiie 
other, in order that tins measure may force writers into sneh lengthy 
productions that they will be UUIe road, esperiaily as they will be 
costly. At the same tine u^at we riiall priiUrii ourselves to influence 
mental development in the direction laid down tor our profit will be 
cheap and will be read voiadously. The tax wiD bring vapid literary 
ambitims vntton bounds and ^ Dalnlity to penaities wil! make liter¬ 
ary men dependent upm us. And if then riiouid be any found who arc 

derirous of writing against us, they triU sot find any person eager to 
^nt tbrir tuodoctions. Before accepting any production for publi- 
catim in print the publisher or printer will have to apply to the au¬ 
thorities tor permission to do so.

■peeeh and so give our agenia .in occasion to afliroi that ail organa 
whleh oppose us sre empty bobhlers, sinco they arc incapable of Siuling 
any sobiUntiai objections to our orders. 

Mitheds of organisatioa like these, impcreopKble to the public 
aye but absolutely sure, aro tho best calculated to succeed in longing 
tho attention and tho conSdenco of the paUk to tho mde of our govern- 
mont. Thanks to such mathods we shall be m a posi^on as from tiose 
to time msy he iwpilreil, to excite or to ttanqoUlke the public mbid 
on politics! ouestiona, to persuode or to confuse, printing now truth, 
now lies, facts or their contradictions, aoeordint as they may he wall 
»r in raceivail, always very cnulioasly fetKng our ground before stop¬ 
ping open it. . . Ve abail have a sure triunph over our opponente 
tineo they will not have nt their diapoelllon organa of the ptea* in 
which they can give full and final expreesion te their views owing to 
the afemald iselbods of dealing with the preai. We not ores 
nerd to refute them except very suparfleiaBy. 

Trial shots like these, fired by us in tho third rank of our press, 
In case of need, will be energctkally refuted by os in our semi-olB- 
ekl organs. 

Bven Rowadaysi already, to take only the Fnneb press, there sre 
farms which reveal masonic solidarity In acting on the rvatchwoed: all 
organs of the press ere houod togeUnr by professional saereoy; Uka 
tin aogara of old, not one of their numbers will give away the secret 
of his source* of Information unless It b« res^ved to mako annouoeo- 
ment of them. Not on* Journalist will vontare to betray ihk aoeret, 
for not one of tbom k ever admitted to prneliee lltetatnre unless Us 
whole r*tl has tome disgr.tcoful sore or other. . . The** xore*. 
would bo Immodintoly revealed. So long as thoy tenitin th* secret of 
a few tho prerilge ot the journalist atiraelt the maJorRy of tbe eoo». 
try—4b* nob follow after him with enthuaksm. 

Our cnIculnUoii* nto especially extended to the provinces. It k 
Indlspenssble for us to inflamo there those hope* and impulset with 
which w* couM at any moment fall upon the ea^tsd. and w* shnll ro^ 
rerent to the ea^tais that those expressions are the Independent hopes 
and impulses of the provinces. Naturally, tho source of them ^11 
be always one and th* same-ours. What wo iMwd k that, uutU aach 
liar* no wo are in Ibt plenitude of power, the eapUtk ahesdd fiad 
Ihemsehes slified by the ptorlnckl opinion of th* nation, i-e, of a 
majority arranged by our egonlut. What w* need it that at tbe psy- 
chologlnl moment the eapltaia should not be in a poaitiea to disMss 
an aeconpliahed faet for th* sin^te reason, if for so other, that it 
hat been accepted by th* public o^nion of * majority in the prerinces. 

Whtn w* are in the period of the new regime treneHional te 
that of our assumpiloa of full sovereignty w* matt not admit any 
revelstloBa by the pres* of nnr form of puMie dlshoneety: It k nccee- 
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sury that the new regime should be thought to have so perfectly ecn- 
tented everybody that even criminality lias disappeared. . . . Coses 
of the manifestaUon of criminality should remain known only to their 
victims end to chance witnesses—no more. 


Protocol No. 13 

The need for daily bread. Questions of the Political. Questions of 

industry. Amusements. People’s Palaces. "Truth is One." 

The great problems. 

The need for daily bread forces the goyim to keep silence and be 
our humble servants. Agents taken on to our press from among the 
goyim will at our orders discuss anything which it is inconvenient f<«- 
us to issue directly in ofllcini documents, and we meanwhile, quietly 
amid the din of the discussion so raised, shall simply take and carry 
through such measures as we wish and then offer them to the public 
as an accomplished fact. No one will doro to demand the abrogation 
of a matter once settled, all the more so as it will be represented as 
an improvement. 

And immediately the press will distract the current of thought 
towards new questions (have we not trained people always to be seek* 
ing something now?). Into the discussions of these new questions will 
throw themselves those of the brainless dispensers of fortunes who arc 
not able even now to understand that they have not the remotest con¬ 
ception about Uio matters which they undertake to discuss. Questions 
of the political are unotlainablc for any save those \^iio have guided 
it already for many ages, the creators. 

From nil Uiis you will sec that in securing the opinion of the mob 
we arc only facilitating the working of our machinery, and you may 
remark that it is not for actions but for words issued by us on this or 
that question that we seem to seek approval. We are constantly mak¬ 
ing public declaration tliat we are guided in all our undertakings bjr 
the hope, joined to the conviction, that we are serving the common 
won!. 

In order to distinct people who may be too tioubiesome from 
discussions of questions of the political wo are now putting forward 
what wo allege to be now questions of the political, namely, quesSons 
of industry. In this sphere lot thorn discuss themselves silty! The 
masses ato agreed to remain inactive, to take a rest from what they 
suppose to bo poiiticoi octivity (which we trained them to In order to 
use them ns a means of combating the goy governments) only on con¬ 
dition of being found new employments, in which we ore prescribing 
thorn something that looks like the same political object. In order 
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that the masses themselves may not gu^ what they are about wc 
further distract them with amasen«itB, gaates, pastimes, pitssions, 
pc^de’s palaces. ... Soon we shall begin througb the press 
to propose competitiMis in art, in sport of all kinds: these interests 
win inaSy distnet titeir minds from qoesUons in which wc should 
find ourselves ewnpelied to oppose them. Growing more and more 
dtsaceastomed to reflect and fom any opimras of ^ir own, people 
will begin to talk in the same tone as we, bceause we akme shall be 
oScring them new diiectioss for ... of course through such 

persons as will not be s uspected of solidBri^ wiQi us. 

“nie part played ^ ^ IRierals, utojuan dreamers, will be flnuliy 
played out when our govemm^t m acknowledged. Till such time they 
will con&uc bi do us good service. Therefore we shall continue to 
direct their imnds to bD sorts of vain cmeeptioos of fantasHc theories, 
new and af yaren tly m^ressive: for have wc not wHh complete suc¬ 
cess tamed Hk brainless heads of the goyim with progress, till there 
is notammrg the goyim one mmd able to peieeiye &at under this word 
lies a departure from truth in all eases where it is not n question of 
material invmitiMm, for troth is one, and In it there is no place for 
progress. Progress, I3te a fallacioas idea, serves to obscure truth so 
that none may know it except vs, tire Cho^ of God, its guardians. 

When ve come into our Idngdom our oratom will expound great 
proUems wdiieh have turned humani^ upside down in order to bring 
it at tite mid undm beneficent rule.

When we come into our kingdom it will be undesirable for us 
that there should emst any otbm*. religion than ours of tiie One God 
with who-m our destiny is bound up our position as tim Chosen Peo- 
^aod through whom our same de^ny is umted with the destinies 
of the wold. We must titeicfoie sweep away all otiwr forms of be¬ 
lief. If ais pves Inrth to the atoeists whom we sec to-day, it will 
not^ bemg only a tianritimml stage, interfere with oar views, but will 
serve as a warning for those generations whlri: vnll hearken to our 
preading ^ teligim) fd ibses, that, by ite stable and thoroughly 
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ciaioroteii system hns brought all the peoples of the world into aub- 
jeotioh to us. Therein we shall emphasise its mystical righ^ c«i whidi, 
ns we shall say, all its educative power is bnsed. . . Then at every 
possible opportunity we shall publish articles in which we shall maftc 
comparison between our bcnericcnt rule niid those of post ages. The 
blessings of tranquillity, though it be a tranquillity forciWy bronjftt 
about by centuries of agitation, will throw into higher relief the bene¬ 
fits to which we shall point. The errors of the goyim govcmmraits 
will be depicted by us in the most vivid hues- We shal! im^ant such 
an abhorrence of them that tlio peoples will prefer tranquillity in a 
state of serfdom to those rigiits of vaunted ftcecicwi which have tor¬ 
tured humanity and exhausted the very sources of Imman existence, 
sources which have been exploited by a mob of rascally adventurers 
who know not what they do. . . Uuless changes of forms of 
government to which wo instigated tlic goyim wlion we were under¬ 
mining tlieir state structures, will liave so wearied the peoples by that 
time that they will perfer to suffer anything under us rather then 
run the risk of enduring again all the agitations and miseries they 
have gone through.

69d> wg^ until reeeqt timea, the Ehs^sj] autocracy, the one 
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Qiid onij serious fee we hod in (Itc world) without countIns the Pnpoc;. 
Rear in mind the example when Italy, drenched with blood, never 
touched a hair of the head of Suila who had poured forth that blood: 
Sulla enjoyed an apotheosis for his might In the eyes of the peopel, 
though they had been torn in pieces by him, but his intrepid return 
to Italy ringed him round witli inviolability. T1>o peoirfe do not lay 
a finger on him who hypnotises them by bis daring and strength of 
mind. 

Meantime,, however, until wo esme into our kingdom, w« shall 
aot In the contrary wnyi wo shall ereato and multiply free masonic 
ledges in all tlio countries of the world, obsorb into them nil who may 
haeonto or who are prominent in pubile activity, for in these ledges 
we shall find our principal Intelllgonee ollleo and means of Isfluenec. 
All these lodges wo shall bring under one central admioIstntUon, 
known to us alone and to all others absolutely unknown, vrhich will 
be composed of our ioarnod olders, The ledges will have thoh- repre¬ 
sentatives who will serve to screen the nbovc-mentioned administra¬ 
tion of masonry and from whom will issue the watchword and pro¬ 
gramme. In these lodges we shall tic together the knot which Unds 
together nil revolutionary nnd libera! elements. Their emnpositiOTi 
will be made up of ul! stiatn of society. The most secret poliUcal 
plots will be known to us and will fall under our guiding hands on Uic 
very day of their conception. Among the members of tlicse lodgeiv 
will he uImo.st all the agents of mternntioiml and uationnl polked 
since their sorviee is for us ivroplnccnble in the respect thnt ttc police 
is ill a position not only to use its own pnrUcuInr measures with the In¬ 
subordinate, but also to scroon our activities and provide pi*ctoxts lor 
discontents, el cetera. 

The class of people who most willingly oiilci- into secret societies 
are those who live by tiicir wits, careerists, and in gcnei'si people, 
mostly Ught-miiided, with whom we shall have no difficulty in dealing 
nnd in using to wind up the mechanism of the mncliinc devised l^i us. 
If this world glows agitated the meaning of thnt will be that we have 
had to stir it up in Older to break up its too gicnt solidarity. Bat if 
there sliould arise in its midst a plot, then at the head of that plot wiU 
be no other than one of our most trusted servanU. it is natural that 
wo .ind no other should lead masonic activities, for we knovr whither 
we are lending, wo know the final goal of every form of oetlvi^ 
whcrea.H the goylni have knowledge of noUilng, not evon of Uie Im- 
nierlinle effect of notion; they put before themaelvea. usually, the 
momentary I'cckoning of the satisfaction of their seit-Oi»n>on in the 
aecomplisliment of their thought without even remarking thi^ the 
very eonceptien never belonged to their initiative but to our instiga¬ 
tion of their thought. . . . 

The goyim enter the lodges out of curiosity «• in the hope by 
their mean* to get a nibble at the publie pie, and seme of them in order 
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to obtain a hearing before the publie for their impracticable and 
grotmdless fantasies: they thirst for the emotion of success and ap¬ 
plause, of vriudi we are rcmnrfcaUy generous. And the reason why 
we give them this success is to make use of the high conceit of them¬ 
selves to which it gives Wrtb, for that iitsensibiy disposes them to as- 
.'uimlate oor suggestions without being on their guard against them 
in the fullness of (heir confidence that it is their own infallibility 
which is giving utterance to their own thoughts and Unit it is impos¬ 
sible for them to borrow those of others. . . . You cannot imagine 
to what extent the wisest of the goyim can be brought to a state of 
unconMious naivete in tlic piesence of this conditiou of high concoic of 
themselves, and at the same time how easy It is to taki the '■eart out 
of diem by the slightest ill-sueccss. though It be nothing more than 
the steppage of the applause they had, and to reduce them to a slavish 

sutmission for the sake of winning a renewal of sueeess. 

By to much as ours disregard success If only (hey can carry through 
their plans, by so much the goyim are wiUiag to sacrifice any plant 
only to have auceess. This psydxdogy of theirs matorialty faeili- 
latfs for us the task of setting them in the ie<iuited direction. These 
tigers in appearance have the souls of sheep and the wind blows free¬ 
ly Uirough their heads. We have act them on (ho hobby-horse of an 
idea about the absorption of iodlviduality by the symbolic unit of 
eolfeetivbm. . . They have never yet and they ncvci' will have the 
Ante to reflect that thia hobhy^diorsc is a nuinifcst violation of the 
most impwtant law of nature, whkdi has csl.ablisheil from Lite very 
creatiem of ^e world one unit uol%c another and picciscly for tho 
purpose of mstituting inrfividttanty. 

If we have been aUe to bring thmn to such :i pitch of stupid 
Idmdncss is it not a proof, nnd an amasingly dear pi'oof, of the de¬ 
gree to which the mind of the goyim is undeveloped in comparison 
with our mind? ^is it is, mainiy, ndiirii guarantees oui' success. 

And how far-seeing were our teamed dders in auclcnt times when 
riiey said that to alUin a serious end it bclwvcs not U> stop nt any 
means or to count the victims sacrificed for tlic sake of tlurt end. . . . 
We have not counted the vkUms of the seed of the goy cattle, 
though we have sacrificed many of our own, but for that wc have now 
already given throw such a iioslrion on Hie eai'Ui as they could not 
even have dreamed of. ll%e eomparalively siimil nuhibcrs of the vic¬ 
tims &om ^e nuidier of unrs have (weserved our uutkmality from 
desUDction. 

Death is tire inevitidde end for all. ft is better to bring that end 
nearer to those who hinder our affairs than to ourselves, to the 
founders of this affair. We execute masons in such wise thnt none 
save (bo brotherhood can ever have n suspicioa of ft. not even (ho 
victims themselves of our death sentence, they all die when required 
ns if from a normal kind of illness.Knowing this, even the 
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brotherhood in its turn dnre not protest. By such methods wc fwve 
plucked out of the midst of mnsonry the very root of protest agomst 
our disposition. While preaching liberalism to the goyim we «t the 
same time keep our own people and our agents in a state of unques* 
tioning submission. 

Under our influence the. execution of the laws of the goyim has 
been reduced to a minimum. The prestige of the law has bomi ex¬ 
ploded by the liberal interpretations introduced into this sphere. In 
the moat important and fundamental affairs and questions judges 
decide as we dictate to them, see mutters in the light wherewith we 
enfold them for the administration of the goyim, of course, throns^ 
persona who are our tools though we do not appear to have anything 
in common with them—by newspaper opinion or by other means. .. 
Even senators and the higher administration accept our oounseis. The 
purely brute mind of the goyim is incapable of use for analy^ and 
observation, and still more for the foreseeing whiUtor a eortoin manner 
of setting a question may tend. 

In this difference in capacity for thought between the goyim and 
ourselves may be clearly discerned the seal of our position cm the 
Chosen People and of our higher quality of humanness, in eentradis- 
tinetion to the brute mind of the goyim. Their eyes arc open, but ^ 
nothing before them and (lonot invent (unless, poriiaps, maferial 
things.) From this it is piiiin that nature herself has destined os to 
guide mid rule the wor ld. 

Wiicn comes tiro time of our over t rule, the Lime to nninifc^ its 
biossings, we siiai! remake all legisliituros, ali our laws uni! be brief, 
plain, stable, without any kind of interpretations, so tlrat anyone will 
be in a position to know them perfectly. Tire miiiri feature whieh wtR 
run'right through Uicm is submission to order s, and Uiis priiwi^ 
will be earried to a grandiose heiglit.' Every abuse win th<m 
disappear in consequence of tiro responsibility of al! down to the lews^ 
unit before the higher authority of tire r-epresentative of power. 
Abuses of power subordiirate to tlris irrsl iirstiinco will be so aerdjess- 
!y punislted tirat none will be found utrxious to try exjrci'imeiits with 
their own powers. We sitali follow up jealously cvwy actiem of the 
administralioir on witich depends tiro smooth runnittg of the machinery 
of the State, for.slackness in tliis produces slackness everywhere; not 
a single case of illegality or abuse of power will be left without ex¬ 
emplary punishment. 

Concealment of guilt, connivance between those in tbo service of 
the administration— all this kind of evil will disappear after the very 
first examples of severe punislimont. The aurcido of our pov^ de¬ 
mands suitable, that is, eruei, punishments lor the slightest infringe¬ 
ment, for the sake of gain, of ita supremo prestige, “nie salfcrer. 
though his punishment may exceed his fault, will count as a sddier 
failing on the administrative field of battle in the interest of authordtai. 
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prised and law, iriiieh do not pennit tiiat any of those who hold tire 
r^s of the puUic coeeb should tom ttride from the public highway 
to their own ;mvate pa^s. For example: our judges will know that 
whenever they fed disposed to plume (hcniselrcs on foolish clemency 
(bey arc viubtisg Ibc law of justke which » instituted for the ex- 
emidary edificattan of men by pMaltna for lapses and not for display 
of the siuriUial qnalUiea of the judge. , . . Such qualities it is 
proper to show in private life, bat not in a pdaiic square which is the 
edneaUonary bads of hnman life. 

Our legal staff will semi not beyond the age of 66, firstly because 
dd men mote obstinatdy hold to ^ejudieed opiniona, and are less 
capade of sabmiUing to new dnectiOBt, aid secondly because this will 
gjve vs toe posaitnlKy by this meaaiue of securing elasticity in the 
ehonpng of staff; wbidi wQI tons toe more easily bend under our 
pressure; he who wishes to keep his jdace wiR have to give blind obi- 
dicnee to demrve it. to general, our jix^s will be elected by us only 
fie« among those who toorong^ andnstosd that the jxirt they have 
to play is to panish and apply laws and not to dream about the mani¬ 
festations of libernlisin at the expense of the cducationary scheme of 
toe Slate, as the goyim in toesc days imagine R to be. . . . This 
mdhod of shuffling toe staQ win serve aiso to explode any collective 
solidarity to toose in toe same SKrice and will bind all to the interests 
of the government op<« whkb their fate wili depend, The young gen- 
eiaUoB of judges wiQ be trained in eertnin views regarding the inad- 
missibali^ of any nboses that m^t di^urb the established order of 
our siAjccts among themsdves. 

to these days the judges of the goyui create indulgences to every 
kind cf crimes, not having a just understasdisg of their ofilce, be¬ 
cause the rulers of the piesmst a^ in appoinSng judges to office take 
no care to inculcate in them a sense €£ duty and consciousness of the 
matter which » demanded of them. As a brute beast lets out its 
young in scnirii of prey, so do toe goyim give toeir subjects places of 
profit wHhoiR thinking to make clear to tocm for what purpose such 
^ace was created. Bas is the lenSM why their governments are be¬ 
ing ruined by their own forces tormgh the acts of their own adminis- 
tratiw. 

Let 83 bonow from the mmmide of the results of these actions 
yet another lesson lor our governmmR. 

We shall root out fiberaJism from all toe important strategic 
posts of our government on which depends the training of subordi¬ 
nates for our State steuctore. Such posts sril! fall exclusively to those 
vdio have been trained ^ us for administrative rule. To the possible 
objectoHi that the retirement old servants wiir coal the Treasury 
hcarily, I le^, firstly, they will be provided with some private service 
in ^Bce o£ wbot th^ los^ and, secmdly, 1 have to remark that all the 
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money in the woi-l.l will 1)6 coiicontnitcci in our linn.ls, conaoquontly it 
is not ouv sovoinftiont that 1ms to fear cjiponsc. 

Our absolutism will in nil things bo logienlly eoi.seeutjve onrt 
thcrotoi-o in e.ich one ot its -ieevees our aupwmo will w.ll ^ respected 
( 11 x 1 unquestionably fulfllled: it will ignore all murmurs, ail discontento 
of ovory kind nml will doatroy to Uio I'ool every kind of nmnifestation 
ot them 111 net by punishment of an exemplary character. 

We shall abolish tiie right of cassation, which will be tiansfen^ 
oxelusively to our disposal-to tlio cognisance of him who ru^. ^ 
wo must not allow the conception nmong the people ot a thought uiat 
there could bo such a tiling us a decision that Is not right of jud^s 
sot up by us. If, however, anything like this should occur, we shall 
ourselves easiate the decision, but inflict iborcwHh such cxempls^ 
punishment on the judge for lack of understanding of his doty and tlw 
purpose of his appointmont os wHl prevent a repelStion of such csjcs. 

. I repeal that it must be borne in mind that we shall know 
every step of our administration whieh only needs to be closely watched 
for the people to be content with os, for it has the right to demand 
from a good government a good oflicinl. 

Our govcrliniciit will have tlic appeiiralice of a pntriarciial pater¬ 
nal guardianship ox llie part of our ruler. Our own nation and our 
subjects will discern in his person a father caring for tiwir evc^ 
need their every act, their every inter-rcliition as subjects one with 
another, ns well as their relations to the ruler. They will then be so 
thoroughly imbued with the thought that it is impossible for lh«n to 
dispense with this wardship and guidance, if they wish to live in i«Me 
and quiet, that tlicy will aekiiowlcdgo the autocracy of our ruler with • 
devotion bordering on APOTHEOSIS, ospecinliy when they ate con¬ 
vinced that tlioso whom we set up donot put their own m place of his 
authority, but only blindly execute his dictates. They will be rejoKed 
that wc have regulated everything in their lives as is done by wise 
parents who desire to train thoir children in the cause of duty and 
submission. For the peoples of tho world in regard to the secrets of 
our polity are ever through tho ages only children under age, precisely 
ns are also their governments. 


As you soe, I found our despotism on right and duty: tho rigW 
to compel tho oxoculuon of duly is tho direct obligation ot a goveta- 
menfc whieh is a father for its subjccLs. It has the right of Uio strong 
that it may use it for the bonellt of directing humanity towards that 
order which is defined by nature, namely, submission. Everything in 
the world la in a state ot submission, if not to man, then to eireum- 
slanees or its own inner chavaetor. in all cases, to what is stronger. 
And so shall we ho this something stronger for the soke of good. 


We SCO obliged withoal hostitetion to sacrifice individuals, w*o 
commit a brooch ot established order, for in the oxemplsiy puaish- 
monb of evil lies e geest eduesttoasl ptoblom. 
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When the K«g of Israel sets up<m his sacred head the crown 
trftered him 1^ Europe he will become patrion* of the world.

We simil abolish every kind of freedom of instrocUon. Learners 
of ail ages will have liio right to nssembio together with th«i' pawnU 
in tiic educational cstablishmoiits ns it were in a rfub: during 
assemblies, on holidays, toaciicrs will vend what will pass as free 
tures on questions of human rcintions, of the laws of examples, rf tiK 
iimitaOoas which arc born of unconscious relations, and, ^iW. <« 
the piiiiosopliy of new theories not yet declared to the world. _ Those 
theories will bo raised by us to the stage of a dogma of f»th aa a 
transitioniii stage towards our faith.

Protocol No. 17 

Advocacy. Influence of the priesthood of the goyim. Freedom of 
conscience.

Sspionage 
OR the pattern of the habal espionage. Abuses of authority. 
The preeCice of advocacy produeca men cold, cruri, persistent, un¬ 
principled, who ia all eases ta^ up an impersonal, purely legal stand¬ 
point. They have the inveterate habit to refer everything to its value 
for the defence and not to the public welfare of its results, They do 
not usually deriine to utMfertake any defence whatever. They strive 
lor an acquittal at all costs, cavitting over every petty crux of juris¬ 
prudence and Oiereby Oiey demoralise justice. For this reason wo 
shall set this professkm into narrow frames which will keep it inside 
this ^iberc of executive public service. Advocates, equally with 
judges, win be de{»tved of the right of communication with litigants; 
they will receive bntiness <sily from the court and will study it by notes 
of report and documents, defending their riients after they have been 
iiterrogated in court on facts that have appeared. They will receive 
an honorarium without regard to tim quality of the defence. This will 
reade r them ra^ reporters on taw businesa in the interests of iusticc 
aad as counterpnse to the proctor who mil be the reporter in the in¬ 
terests of pioseeutiwii this wifl sln^tcn business before tho courts. In 
tUs way w31 be establahed a practice of honest unprejudiced defence 
amducted notfrom pmaonal inteesi hubby conviction. This will also, 
by ^ wny, remove tiw picsmit pructiee of corrupt bargain between 
abvoeates to agree only to IH that akio win which pays most. . , . 

Wc have long past token care to discredit the priesthood of thq 
goyim, and thereby to ruin tbehr missiofl on earth which in these days 
mi^it atiO be a great hindrance to as. Day by day its influence on 
the peeves of tho world is falling lower. Freedom of conscience has 
been dcriaxed cveryvritere, so that now only years divide us from the 
nHwacnt of the complete wrecking of that Cfliristian religion: as to 
other religians we s^tl have still less dhSculty in dealing with them, 
bat it would be premature to speak of this now. We shall set ciericai- 
ism and clerieala into such narrow frames as to make their influence 
move in roltogressivc proportion to its former progress.

In general, then, our eontemporary press wUI continue to oonviet 
StsU Hffairs, religions, incepnoltics of tho goyhii. always using the 
most unprincipled exprossieao In order by awry meani to los«r their 
prestige la the manner whieb eon only be practieed by the geniw 
o'f our gifted tribe. . . . 

Our kingdem will bo en opolegia of the divinity Vishnu, in whom

Therefore with the observance of 
this decorum, his authority will be respected and guarded by the sub¬ 
jects themselves, it will receive an apotheosis in the admission that 
with it is bound up the well-being of every citizen of Uic State, for 
upon it will depend all order in the common life of the pock. . - . 

Overt defence of the kind argues wenkncs.s in the organisation of 
Iiis strength. 

Our ruler will always among the people be surrounded by a mcd> of 
apparently curious men and women, who will occupy the front ranks 
about him, to all appearance by chance, .and will restrain the ranks of 
the rest out of respect ns it will appear for good order. This win 
sow an oxampic of restraint also in others- If a petitioner ap¬ 
pears among the people trying to hand a petition and forcing his way 
through the ranks, the first tanks must receive the petition and fiefore 
the eyes of the petitioner pass it to the ruler, so that all may know 
that what is handed in reaches its destination, that, consequently, 
there exists a control of the ruler himself. The aureole of power re¬ 
quires for its existence Otnt the people may bo able to say: “If the 
king knew of this,” or; "tho king will hear of it.” 

With the eRtaiilislinicnt of oflicial secret defence the raysticaJ 
prestige of aiilliority disappears: given a certain audacity, and every¬ 
one counts himseif master of it, tho sedition-monger is conscious of 
his strength, and when occasion serves watches for the moment to 
make an attempt upon authority. ... For Uie goyini we have 
been preaching something else, but by that very fact we arc enabled 
to see what measures of overt defence have brought them to. . . . 

Criminals with us will be arrested at the first more or less wcR- 
gvounded suspicion; it ennnot bo allowed that out of fear of a p(»siWe 
mistake an opportunity should be given of escape to persons suspected 
of a political lapse or crime, for in these matters wo shall be litciaily 
mcreilcss. If it is stil! possible, by stretching a point, to admit a 
reconsideration of tho motive causes in simple crimes, there is no pos¬ 
sibility of excuse for persons occupying themselves with questions in 
which nobody except the government can understand anything. . . . 
And it is not all governments that understand true policy. 
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The right of presenting petitions and projects. Sedition. Indictment 
of political crimes. Advertisement of political crimes. 

It we do not permit any independent dabbling in the political w 
shall on tho other hand encourage every kind of report or petition witii 
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for the gorernment to esamme into all kinds of projects for 
the amelioratioB of the coodiUoD of ^ peojde; this will reveal to us 
^ defects or else the fantasies of oar sobjects, to whieh we shall rc- 
spemd eitker by accomplishing th«n or by a wise rebutment to prove 
the short-sightedaess of one who jnd^s wm^dy- 

Sedition-mMgerinE is nothing mote than the ya;^^ of a lap-dog 
at an dephant. For a government well oi^nised, not from the police 
bit from Oe public pmnt of view, Uie lap-dog yaps at the elephant 
m entire unconscioosness of its strength and importance. It needs no 
more than to take a good example to show the relative importance of 
both and the lap-dogs win eeose to yap and will wag their tails the 
momrat they at e^ on an eiephant. 

. In order to destroy the ^estige heR»^ for politka! crime we 
^11 send it tor trmi in the category of thieving, ratu-der, and every 
kind of abonunaUe and fithy crime. Public o^naion will then confuse 
in its conation this category of Kime with the disgrace attaching to 
every other and win brand it with the same contempt. 

We have done onr best, and I hope wc have succeeded, to obtain 
that the goyim ^oidd aot.arrive at tiiis means of contending with sc- 
ditiou. It was for tiiis leasmi that throat the Press and'in speeches, 
indircctly—in idemdy compilid seho^books on history, we have ad- 
verti^ the martyrdom alleged to have bera accepted by sedition- 
mmigeis for the idea of the romntonweaL Hus advertisement has 
increa^ tile contingent of IRierais and has brought thousands of 
goyim into the ranks of our livestock cattle.

Our rule, in whkh the king will cujoy the legal fiction Uiat every- 
Hiing is hii State belongs to him (whieli may easily be translated into 
feet), will be mnUcd to resort to the lawful eooOseation of all stuns 
of every Islnil for the regulation Of their eircuintion in Iho State. From 
this follows that taxation will best be covered by a progressive tax m 
property. In this manner the dues will be paid without sbaitenfng or 
I uining anybody in the form of n percentage of the amount of prop¬ 
erty. Tile rkh must be eware that it is their doty to {daee a part of

the big. Quito apart from this, a tax on capitalists diminishes the 
growth of wealth in private han^ in which we have in theac days con- 
ccntratcil it as a eeuntorpoise to the government strength of the geylm 
—thoir State finances. 

A tox Incieatlng in n pereantngc ratio to capital will give a mach 
Inrger revenue than the present Individual or property tax, which is 
useful to ns new for the sole touten that it excites trouble and discon¬ 
tent among the guylm. 

The force upon which Our king will rest eonsiste in the equill- 
bi-iuni and the guarantee of peace, for the sake of which things It is 
IndbpensaUe that the cspitnllsts should yield up a portion of their 
ineomes for the sakd of the sveare working of the machinery of the 
Stnlo. State needs must be paid by those who will not feel tbe burden 
nnd have enough to tako from. 

Such a moHSure will destroy the hatred ef the peer man for the 
vieh, in ndioin he will sec a necessary financial support for the Stale, 
will see in him the organiser of pence and well-being stnee he w4lt see 
.hnt it is the rich men who Is paying the necessary means to attain 
these things. 

In order that payers of the edeeatod classes should not too much 
(llstvess themseivos over the new payments they will hsve foil accounts 
given them of the dostlnnClon of these payments, with the exeepUon 
of such sums ns win be approprinted for the needs of the throne and 
the administraUra ittstituUens, 
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He reigns will not have any pr^icrties of his own once ell in 
the State represents his patrimony, or else the one would be In eon- 
tradklieo to tbe other; the fact of holding privete meens would des¬ 
troy the right of proper^ in the common possessions of sll. 

TtcletiTes cf him who reigns, his heirs ejmepted, who will be main¬ 
tained by the resoorees of Ibe State, must miter the ranks of servants 
of Ibe State or must work to obenin the right to property; the privilege 
of royal blood must not serve for the spoiling ef tbe treasury. 

PurdMse, roenpt of money or inheritance will be subject to the 
payment of s stamp progressive tax. Any Irnnsfw, of proper^, 
whether money or other, without evidence of payment of this tax 
which wili be sIricUy registered by names, will tender the former hold¬ 
er liable to pay interest on the tax from the moment of transfer of 
these Sims up to the discovery •>{ his evamra of declaralton of the 
craBsfec. Transfer documents must be preeentad weekly at the local 
treasury office with notifications of the nome, surname and permanent 
place of residence of the former and the new holder of the property. 
This trrnsfer with register of names must begin from a definite sum 
whieh exceeds the oriUanry expenses ef boyrag and selling of neeee- 
saries, end tbeae will be sublcet to payment only by a stamp Impost of 
a definite percentage ef the unit. 

Just strike an estimate of hew many Umes socb taxes as tbese will 
cover the nvense ef Che goyim States. 

The State exchequer will hare to maintain a definite eonploment of 
reset''c sums, anil all that is edieeted above that com^cment must be 
returned into circulation. On these sums will be orgaoised public 
works. The InHfaitlve in works of Oils kind, proceeding from State 
seureos. will bind the working class firmly to the iutcresto ef the State 
nnd to toosc who reign. Prom these same sums also a part will be set 
aside as rowards of inventivoness and praduetlveness. 

On no aecouiit should ao much as s single unit above the definite 
and freely estimated sums be retained in the SUto treasuries, lor 
ntenoy exists to be cUcoleted and any hind of stagnation of moiisy acts 
ruinously on the running of the State machinery, for which it bt the 
iuhricsiit; a stagnation of tha lubricant may stop the regular working 
of tbe iicebanism. 

The subatilutlon ef intacest^earing paper for a part of the token 
of e.vchtnge has produced cxnetly this slognstion. The consequenees 
of this rireumstonee are already snlhdestly notieenble. 

A (surt of aecoent will obo be insCituted by us and in it the ruler 
wUI find at any moment a full accounting for State income end oxpen- 
dHuro, with the exception of (ho current monthly account, not yet made 
up. end that of the preceding mernth, whieh wfll not yet have been 
detiv«rt)d. 

Tbe one and only person who will htvs no intereit in rebbing-Cht 
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Stata is its owner, tha ruler. This is why bis personal coidrol wiB 
remove the possibility of ienknges of extrovaganoes. 

The representative function of the ruior at receptions for the 
of etiquette, which absorbs so much invaluable time, will be abolished 
ill oriicr that tiie ruler may have Onie for control and .c«t^eri*oii. 
His power will not then bo split up into fractional parts amosy feme- 
serving favourites who sunound the throne for its pomp and spiffl- 
dour, and are interested only in their own and not in the cwnmon m- 
tovcsts of the State. 

Economie crises imvo been produced by us for the goym V 
other means than the withdrawal of money from circulation. Huge 
capitals have stagnated, withdrawing money from States, whw* w»a 
constantly obliged to apply to those same stagnant ca^tals for loaa^ 
These loans burdened the finances of the State with the payment of 
interest and made them the bond slaves of these capitels. . . . . 
Tiie concentration of industry in the hands of capitalists wt of w 
liands of small masters has drained away aU the juices of the peoples 
and with them also of the States. . - . 

The present issue of money in general does not eorrcspcsal 
the requirements per iiead, and cannot tlie.-efore satisfy aS tJie nerfs 
of the workers, The issue of money ought to correspond wrtb Uie 
growth of population and thereby children also must ab^iu^y 
reckoned as consumers of currency from the day of them bir^ Tro 
revision of issue is a material question for the whole world. 

You are aware that tlio gold standard has been the rain ef Ota 
stcus which adopted it, for it has not been able to salirfy tke de- 
mandH for money, the more so that we have removed goid from ci«u- 
lation as tar as possible. 

With us the standard that must be introduced is the cost of work¬ 
ing-man power, whether it be reckoned in paper or in wood. We ^ 
make the issue of money in accordance ivith the norma! rcquirem^ 
of each subject, adding to the quantity with every bii-tb and subtractrog 
with every death. 

The accounts will be managed by each department ftbe Ftraeh 
administrative division), each circle. 

Ill order that there may be no delays in the 
for Slate needs the sums and terms of such payments will be fosed w 
decree of the ruler; this wUl do away with the protection by a mmrafay 
of one instit’ution to the detriment of others. 

The budgets of income and expenditure will be oatried out side by 
aide that they may not bo obscured by distance one to anofeicr. 

The reforms projected by us in the financial institotiwu and pon- 
cinlcs of the goyim will be clothed by us in such forms os vnU alarm 
nobody, Wo shall point out the nocessity of reforms m consequence 
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of the dsascderly darkness into nduch the goyitn by their Irregularities 
have pitied ^ finances, ^le first irrcgtilarity, as we shall point 
oat, con^ts in &rir b^tniung witii drawing up a single budget which 
year after year grows owing to the following cause: this budget is 
dragged ost to half tiie year, they demand a budget to put things 
right, and this they expend is three months, after which they ask for 
a snpplenentry bndget, and aQ this ends witir a liquidation budget. 
But, as the budget of the frrilowuig year is drawn up in aecordence 
with tee SDin of tiie total additiem, the armusi departure from the nor¬ 
mal reaches as mueh as SO per cent, in a year, and so the annual bud¬ 
get is traded in ten years. “niaDlrs to sudr methods, allowed by the 
csreles^ess of the goy States, tiieir treasuries are empty. The period 
of loans supermes, and teat has swallowed up remainders and 
brought all the goy States to bankraptey. 

Ymi understand perfectly tiiat ceouoRiic arrangements of this 
kind, whi^ have been suggested to the goyim by us, cannot be carried 
OQ by us. 

Every kind of loan jHwves infirmify in tiie State and a want of 
iBidKStending of the rights of the State. Loans hang like a sword of 
Damocles over the heads of rulers, ndio, instead of taking from their 
sobjects by a tempi»ary tax, come begg in g with oulstretehed palm of 
onr bankers. Fweign loans are leeches which there is no possibility 
of removing from tee body of the State until they fall off of them¬ 
selves or the State fiings them o^ But the goy States do not tear 
them oO; they go m in perststing in putting more on to themselves so 
that teor must inevitably peritii, drained by voluntary blood-letting. 

What also indeed hi subManee, a loan, especially a foreign 
lean? A ban b—an issae of goveraaient MUs of exchange contain¬ 
ing a percentage obligatioR mnnmmisurate to the sum of the loan capi¬ 
tal. If the loan bears a charge of 6 per cent, then in twenty years 
tee State vahdy pays away in interest a sum equal to the loan bor- 
nwed, in fbtW years it is ps^ing a doidde sum, in sixty—treble, and 
all the while the debt remains an unpaid debt. 

Ftora this cakttlation it is obvious that with any form of taxation 
per bead the State is baling out the last coppers of the poor tax 5 >ayets 
in ordm to settle aecounte wUh wealthy foreigners, from whom it has 
borrowed mmiey instead of coHecting these coppers for its own needs 
ARhout the additional inteiest. 

So long as loans were internal the goyim only shuffled their 
money from the pockets of the poor to those of the rich, but when we 
bott^it up tile necessary person in order to transfer loans into the ex¬ 
ternal ^ilwre all tiie wealth of States flowed into our cash-boxes and 
ail the goyim began to pay us tiie teibote of snbjects, 

If the superficiality ^ goy kings mi their thrones in regard to 
Sate a^iis and the venality of ministers or the want of understand- 
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ing of finnrtciRl matUra on the part of other ruling persona have made 
their countries debtors to our treasuries to amounts fluite impossiUe 
to pay it has not been oecompliahed without on our port heavy expen¬ 
diture of trouble and money. 

Stagnation of money will not bo allowed by us and therefore 
there will bo no Stato-lntoreat bearing paper, except a one-per-een*. 
aerles, so that there wiil bo no poymont of inlorest to looehes that 
suck all the strangOi out of tho SWto. The right to issue interest- 
bearing paper will be given oxelusively to industrial oompanies who 
will ilnd no diflloulty In paying interest out of proAts, whereas tte 
State does not make interest on borrowed money like these companies, 
ter tho State borrows to spend nnd not to use in operations. 

Industrial papers will bo bought also by the government which 
from being as now a payor of tribute by loan operations will be trans¬ 
formed into a lender of money at a profit. This mcosuto will slop tho 
stagnation of monoy, parasitic proflts and idloness, all of which wet* 
useful for us among the goyim so long os they wore independent bat 
arc not dosiroblc under our rule. 

How clear is the undeveloped ]!ower of thought of the purely 
brute brains of the goyim, ns expressed in tho fact that they have be«i 
borrowing from us with paymunt of interest without ever thinking 
that all the same these very inoncy.s iiiua an addition for payment of 
inteicst must be got by tiicm from their own State pockets in order to 
settle up with us. What could have been simpler than to take the 
monoy they wanted from their own jieople? 

But it is a proof of the genius of our chosen mind that we have 
contrived to present tho matter of loans tu them in such a light thnt 
they have even seen in them an advantage for tiiomsclvcs. 

Our aceounts, which wo shall present when tho time comes in the 
light of centuries of experience gainotl by experiments made by us on 
the goy States, will bo distinguished by clearness and definiteness and 
will show at a glance to all men tho advantage of our innovations. 
They will put an end to those abuses to which wo owe our mastery 
over the goyim, but which cannot bo allowed in our kingdom. 

Wo ohail so hedge about our system of accounting that noiOier the 
ruler nor the most insignificant public servant will be in a positiem to 
divert even the smallest sum from its destination without detection or 
to direct it in another direction excejit thut which will bo once fixed in 
a definite plan of action. 

And without a definite plan it is impossible to rule. Marehing 
along an undetermined wad nnd with undetermined resources brings 
to ruin by the way heroes and demi-gods. 

Tho goy rulers, whom we oneo upon a time advised should be dis- 
tractod from State oeoupntions by lopresontativo receptions, obsetv- 
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ancea of etkpiette, entertainments, were only screens for our rule. The 
aceoQots of fnveorite courticis who replaced them in the sphere of af¬ 
fairs were drawn op for Oiem by our agents, and every time gave 
satisbeUoR to short-sighted minds by ptomi^ that in the future 
economics and Improvements were foreseen. . . . Economies from 
what? From new taxes?—were questions that might have been but 
were not asked by those who read our accounts nnd projects. . . 

Tou know to what they have been brought by this carelessness, 
to what a pitch of financial disorder they have arrived, notwithstand¬ 
ing tho astonishing industry of their peoples. . . . 
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lotemil loans. Debit and taxes. Conversions. Bankruptcy. Sav¬ 
ings banks and lentes. Abtditkm of iiKmcy markets. Regula¬ 
tion of isdostrial values. 

To what I reported to you nt the last mectii^ I shall now add a 
detsfied explanation of iiUcnal loans. Of foreign loans I shall say 
nothing more, because they have fed us with the antionni moneys of 
the goyim, but for our State Uiere will be no foreigner.^, that is, 
notbing external. 

We have takmi advantage of tire venality af admiiirstrutois and 
^ slackness of rulers to get our immeys Iwk-e, tliricc iiud moie times 
over, by lending to the guy governments moneys which wvi'u not at all 
needed by the States. Coukl anyone do the Hke in regard to us? . . . 
ThmefOre, 1 shall only deal with the details of internal loans. 

States announce that surii a loan is to be concliuled und open 
sobseriptions for tiunr own bills of exchange, that is, for their inter¬ 
est-bearing paper. That th^ may be within tiic reach of all the 
price is detiffmincd at from a hundred to a tliousiind; und a discount 
is mahi for tbe earliest subnribers. Next day by artificial means the 
price of them goes up^ the ailcgml leason being that everyone is rush¬ 
ing to buy than. In n few days the treasury safes arc as they say 
overflowing rmd tiiere^ maro inimey than they can ilo with (why then 
take it?). Tbe sulscription, it is alleged, covers many times over the 
issue total of the loan; iu Uiis lies tiic whole stage effect—look you, 
they say, what confidence is shown in the government's bills of 
exchange. 

But when the comedy is played out there emerges tho fact thnt a 
debit and an exceedingly buc^itsomc deUt has been created. For the 
payment of interest it bccoiues necessary to hnve lecoui'so to new 
loans, which do not swallow up but only add to the capital debt And 
when this credit is exhausted it becomes necessary by now taxes to 
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sovor, oat tba laaa, but aaly tha intarot on it Thait ttxtt art a ilaUc 
ompieyad ta eover « itbc .' . 

Lator comas tha tlma for eonvcnlaBt. but they diminish the pay¬ 
ment at interest without eovorins the debt, and besides they cannot 
he made without the eonsanl of tha leiKiers: on anaeaBelnc a conrer- 
* 11 ?. * ■* *• ratara tha axmey to Uieso who are not 

witling to aonvert their paper. If oaerybedy expressed his uawilllBg- 
n«» and demanded his maooy bock, the goyernmeat would be haofcad 
on wir own flitt tnd wonJd be foend ineolveni end oiubk to mt tbe 
proposed sums. By good lode the subiecU of tho goy gavoramtats. 
Knowing nothing oboot fiaonoinl offoirs, haro alwtys proferted loasas 
on exchenga and dinimition of interest to the risk of now invostoonts 
of their menoys, and hove thereby mnny a time enoMsd these govom- 
msnts to threw off their shoulders a debit of se»eral miOions. 

Nowadays, with external loans, these tricks catmeC bo played by 
the goyim for they hriow that wo shnll damand an oar moneys back. 

In this way an aeknowlodgod bankruptcy will boat proeo to the 
«rtoos countries tbs sfasenco of sny means between tho inteicsta* of 
the p«9p2e« end of thoM who rule thorn. 

I beg you to concontrate your particular attention upon this point 
and upon the following: aowHdaya all internal loons are cooaalidated 
by so-caikid Rying loan, that is, sooh as ha«t terms of poynumt more 
or IcM near. Those debts consist of moneys paid Into tho lavfags 
bonks and reserve funds. If left for long at the dlipuition of a 
governnmnt these funds ovoporato in the payment of interest on for¬ 
eign leaps, snd are replaced by the deposit of equivolent smeunt of 
rentes. 

And these last H is whkh patch up oil the Ieohs in the State tree. 
suHcs of the geylm. 

When we ascend the throne of tho world ail these financial and 
similar shifu, at being not in accord with cur btorosta, wiS bo swept 
sway BO as mt to leave a trace, ga also will bo destroyed aU money 
markets, since we shall not allow tho prosllgo of our power to be 
shaken by /luctuatlone of prices sol upon our volues, which we shall 
snaoonee by law at the ptiee udiich represents tbeir full worth without 
any possiUlty of lowering or roising. (Rahlng gives the pretext for 
lowering, which indeed was where we mode a beginning in relation to 
tbs values of tho goyln.) 

Wo shell i*{diiee tho money markets by grandioco goveramoai 
credit Inatitutioiis, tho object of whkh will bo to fix the prico of in¬ 
dustrial valusa in aeeerdance with govoronent views. These iattito- 
tkns wm bo to a puitlon to fling upon the roarli»t five hundred mil- 
ilons of induetrlal paper In ana day, or to buy up for the same amount. 

In thk way all indusirtol undertakings will coma into dopeodenee upon 
ut. Ym may imagine far what immaast paw we thell 

thereby aacun far ounakea. . . . 
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Reduction of the roonufactuve of Avticica of luxury. Small master 
production. Unemployment. Prohibition of drunkennesa, Killing 
out of the old society and its resucteetion in a new form. The 
chosen one of God. 

That the peoples may become accustomed to obondioneo it is neo- 
oBsary to ineuleato lessons of humility and therofoco to reduce the fto- 
duetien of articles ot luxury, Gy this wo shall improve niorais which 
have been debased by emulation (n the sphera of luxury, We shall re¬ 
establish smell master production which will mean laying a mine ua> 
der the private capital of manufacturers. This is indispensable 
also for the reason that menufactureis on the grand scale often 
move, though not always conseiously, tho thoughts of Ih© masses in 
directions against the gevornmont. A people of small mastets knows 
nothing of unemployment and this binds him closely with existing 
order, and consequently witli the firmness of authority- Unemploy¬ 
ment is a most perilous thing for n government. For us its part wUl 
have been played out the moment authority is transferred into our 
hands. Drunkenness also will be prohibited by law and punishable as 
a crime against tiio humanness of man wlio is turned into a brute un¬ 
der the inHuencc of alcohol. 

Subjects, 1 repeat once more, give blind obcndiencc only to the 
strong hand which is absolutely independent of them, for in it they 
feel the sword for defence anil support ngainst soeiai scourges. . . . 
What do they want witli an angelic spirit in a king? What they have 
to see in him is the personification of force and power. 

The supreme ioixl who will replace ai! now existing rulers, drag¬ 
ging on their existence among societies demoralised by us, societies 
that have denied oven the authority of God, from whoso midst breaks 
out on all sides the fire of anarchy, must first of ail proceed to quench 
this all-devouring iiomo. Therefore he will bo obliged to kill off 
those existing socieUos, though he should drench them with his own 
blood, that he may rcsuri'cct them again in tho form of regularly or¬ 
ganised troops flghSng consciously with every kind of infection that 
may cover the body of tho State with sores. 

This Chosen One of God is chosen from above to demolish tile 
soncclesa foi-ces moved by instinct and not tonson, by brutishness and 
not humanness. These forces now triumph in manifostaOons of rob¬ 
bery and every kind of violence under the mask of principles of free¬ 
dom and rights. They have ovcrthiown all forms of social order tt>. 
erect on the ruins the throne of tho King of the Jews; but their part 
will be played out tho moment ho enters into his kingdom. Then it 
will bo necessary to sweep them away from his path, on which must be 
left no knot, no splinter.

The tone dcs etudes Jidvea. Snanced by James dc Rothchild, 
pubUshed in 1880 two documents, vdiich ^wed how true the Proto- 
ads ore m saying thst the Learned SMens of Stpi have been carrying 
on their plan for eenfairies.

“A florrcspondont writing in raletoncc'to th« hidden peril drown 
attention te a Manifesto issued in 1800 to the ‘Jews of the Universe,’' 
by Adolphe Orewleux, tho founder of the Allianee IstaoUto Univetselle, 
and the well-known member of the Ptovisional Government of 1871;. 
Adolphe Cremieux, while Grand Muster of tho French Mosonie Lodges, 
offered 1,000,000 francs for tha head of William I, of Germany. On 
his tomb ho rofiuested the following sola Insariptipn to be inscribed;— 

‘Hera libs iWolpHs Cremieux, the founder e< the Alliance leraelito 
UnivcraoIIc.’ • , ' 

THE MANIFESTO 

Emblen: On tap—the tablets of Moses, a little lower—two ox- 
tended hands clasping each other, and as basis of the wholo—the 
globe of -the earth. ■ 

Mottos' "Alt JewB for. on^ and one for. all." 

The union which we desire to found wiil not be a French, Eng¬ 
lish, Irish, or German union, but a Jeviosh one, a Universal one. 

Other peoples and races are divided into nationalities; we alone 
have net co-citirons; but cxclasivoly oo-roligionaries.' 

A Jow’wili under no circumstances, become the friend of a Chrls- 
tlon or a Moslem before tho moment arrives when the light of the 
Jewish Fnith,.the only religion of reason, will ehlne all over the world. 

Scattered amongstother naUons, whoftoni time immemorial were 
hostile to our rights and interests, we desire primarily to bo and to 
remain immutably Jews.. . 

' Our' nationality is the reliirfon of our fathers, and wo recognise 
no other netlonality. 

Wo are living in foreign, lands, and cannot trouble ebout tho 
mutable ambitions of countries entirely alien to us, while our own 
moral and material probloms are endangered.

The Senate Subcommittee on Internal Security today released 
a study of "The Protocols of the Elders of Zion," which described 
the Protocols as "a fabricated 'historic* doctunent," and as 
"crude and vicious nonsense*" The study was- printed with the 
unanimous approval of the nine members of the Subcommittee. 

The publication of the study was recommended to the Sub¬ 
committee by Senator Thomas J. Dodd (D-Conn.), Vice Chairman of 
the Sv.bcommittee, and Senator Kenneth B. Keating (R-N.Y.). In 
their introduction to the study. Senator Dodd and Senator Keating 
said: 

"Every age and country has had its share of fabricated 
'historic' documents which have been foisted on an unsuspecting 
public for some malign purpose. In the United States such 
forgeries crop up periodically in the underworld of subpolitics. 
One o'f 'triV most notorious and most durable'of these is the’ 
'Protocols of the Elders of Zion.' . . . 

"The ‘Protocols' are one of a nxanber of fraudulent 
documents that peddle the myth of an 'international Jewish 
conspiracy.' In recent years, for example, documents that bear 
a remy^■'kabls resemblance to the 'Protocols' have been printed in 
the Soviet Union as part of the unrelenting campaign against the 
Jewish minority in the Soviet Union, The one difference is that 
the documents circulated in the Soviet Union tend to equate 
'international Jewry' with *inter^iational capitalism.’ 

"Although the 'Protocols' have been repeatedly and 
authoritatively exposed as a vicious hoax, they continue to 
be circulated by the unscrupulous and accepted by the unthinking." 

After quoting a member of authorities V7ho have exa-mined 
the "Protocols," the Subcommittee's report concludes with these 
words:

Dear Sir: On. Feb. 53?d, 1968, I sent a letter to you enclosing 
a newspaper- clipping reproduction v^hicli seemed to me to be very 
anarchistic in tone, along with a letter to a friend telling of 
the brief, examination which I made, seeming to confirm that some 
effort was being made - possibly by subversives - to degrade 
and contaminate the thinking and acting of the American Public, 

I am enclosing for your inspection a copy of the ’PROTOCOLS 
of the Learned Elders of Zion'. As I mentioned in the previous 
letter: the events of today match to an alarming degree the pro¬ 
gram apparently mapped out in the PROTOCOLS. This brings to my 
mind - I think, naturally - that Zionist Lews are really in 
bad position of suspects. The Protocols say that practically 
all world-communications are under Jewish control, and that just 
about everything (or 100^) of news coming into USA must be ap¬ 
proved by those folks. I am still desperately uneasy, remember¬ 
ing that Germany's murden?of 6,000,000 Jews was publicised in 
this country - unimously, so far as I can recall - as entirely 
unprovoked by Jews who were guiltless, and the Germans and Hitler.* 
included, were simply beasts looking for a scapegoat etc; and that 
Hitler was a fairy and a pervert.(Although that progressive 
nation of Tp^OOO,000^followed him eagerly.) This made no sense 
to me - there must have been great provocation - so I reasoned.
